Bermondsey Estate Redevelopment 


THE WEST ESTATE, lying between the Old 
Kent-road and Jamaica-road, Bermondsey, 
which includes over 850 properties, has 
been bought by Bermondsey Borough 
Council for redevelopment. The West 
Estate, freehold and mainly residential, 
includes 787 houses, 37 shops, two 
garages, six factories, the Bermondsey 
telephone exchange and various sites. 
Mr. H. C. Mercer, housing director of 
Bermondsey, said after the sale that the 
estate would be the subject of improve- 
ment and redevelopment in accordance 
with the development plan for the area, 
which includes schools and open spaces. 


Wimbledon Shopping Centre 


THE Ronald Lyon Property Investment 
Co. have acquired the prominent multiple 
shopping site in Wimbledon Broadway 
almost immediately opposite the Town 
Hall, formerly occupied by Cawdells, the 
departmental store. This development 
project, which will completely change the 
whole focal point of Wimbledon’s shop- 
ping centre and costing nearly £600,000, 
will be retained by the Lyon Property 
Co. for long-term investment. The archi- 
tect is Mr. Geoffrey W. Mills, ARIBA, 
chief staff architect to the Lyon Group. 

Planning consent has been granted by 
the local council and demolition on the 
35,000 sq. ft. site has already commenced. 
This major corner site has frontages to 
Wimbledon-broadway, Victoria-crescent 
and Hartfield-road. 

The new building will have a large 
basement car park, shopping halls on 
ground and mezzanine floors, and six 
floors of offices—a total area of some 
84,000 sq. ft. The ground and 
mezzanine floors are planned to provide 
the’ modern concept of shopping layout 
whilst the tower block has been designed 
to give the maximum amount of natural 
light. The two high speed lifts will 
carry passengers direct from the under- 
ground car park to the offices. 

Building work is being carried out by 
Ronald Lyon Construction, Ltd., which is 
the building company within the group. 


Trinidad Technical Institute 

THE MAIN block of the new Technical 
Institute in Port of Spain costing £244,759 
is to be built for the Government of 
Trinidad and Tobago by Holland & 
Hannen and Cubitts (Trinidad), Ltd. 
Work started on the contract this week 
and will take 14 months to complete. The 
new L-shaped building will be in Wright- 
son-road on the west side of the Carib- 
bean Medical Centre, and will house 
classrooms, practice rooms and an 
administration area.

IN FORMAL TERMS the Monico inquiry was concerned with 
a specific project for the development of a particular site 
adjoining Piccadilly Circus. Inevitably, however, it was 
also concerned with the whole future of Piccadilly Circus 
and its environs, much of which is already ripe for re- 
building. And, because the inquiry involved almost every 
aspect of city centre redevelopment, the lessons of the 
inquiry will almost certainly be relevant to other areas. 

The inquiry was held because the Minister recognised 
that the public not only in London but throughout the 
country and indeed the Commonwealth had a particularly 
close interest in the redevelopment of Piccadilly Circus, 
and the Minister’s subsequent decision—that is, to refuse 
permission for the proposed building and to call for a 
comprehensive plan for the Circus—appears to have given 
general satisfaction. In our opinion, the Minister has acted 
wisely. Nevertheless, a number of important questions 
remain unanswered. 

First of all, how important is Piccadilly Circus? To 
quote the Inspector—is it really a place of national import- 
ance justifying a big effort, or is it no more than a rather 
important commercial centre which, within broad limits, 
can be left to look after itself? The would-be developers 
of the Monico site pleaded that its importance should 
not be exaggerated—it was not an historic place but just 
one where people gathered, occasionally for slightly riotous 
enjoyment. Mr. Buchanan’s own answer, moreover, sug- 
gests that at one stage he may not have been wholly 


convinced that the Circus is so very important. He 
believes, however, that traffic considerations will compel 
drastic re-arrangements and that accordingly the oppor- 
tunity should be taken to produce something that ‘ really 
justifies a journey from the ends of the earth.’ 

Both the Minister and public sentiment, however, 
appear to regard the Circus as of national and Common- 
wealth importance, and it is significant that an American 
professor of architecture should have taken the trouble 
to state his views at the inquiry.

from carrying out the necessary traffic improvements, the 
London County Council would do little more than see 
that individual schemes conformed to the plan. This 
probably accords with the present wishes of the Council. 
At the inquiry they argued that the procedure for compre- 
hensive development laid down in the 1947 Act would 
be ‘quite inappropriate.’ Their objection appears, how- 
ever, to be based not so much on principle as on the cost 
of acquiring land. This would certainly be formidable. 
The cost of acquiring some 104 acres involved in a compre- 
hensive development scheme suggested by the Civic Trust 
(from Jermyn-street in the south to Brewer-street in the 
north, and from Sherwood-street to Wardour-street) would 
be of the order of £25,000,000 with compensation for 
disturbance, etc. at £50,000,000. It might be argued, of 
course, that this is an unnecessarily large area. But much 
of it is ripe for rebuilding, and a bold programme of land 
acquisition would enable-the Council to secure some re- 
coupment from the enhanced values resulting from the 
opening up of the back areas. 

As a ‘ via media’ between large-scale public acquisi- 
tion of land and a mere advisory scheme, it might well 
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be possible to secure comprehensive development by some 
other means, such as a trust or consortium—-a method 
advocated by Sir William Holford. This method has been 
used in the past and is certainly deserving of further 
consideration. Local authorities have powers of com 
pulsory purchase which might usefully be employed, but 
the Ministry have given the impression that, in spite of 
their brave words in the 1952 White Paper, they will not 
sanction the use of compulsory powers in these cases. It is 
fair neither to the public nor to developers nor to 
reasonably-minded landowners that one or two greedy 
owners can cause months of costly delay. Even if there 
is to be no more than an advisory scheme for Piccadilly 
Circus the occasional use of compulsory powers may be 
necessary, aS some re-arrangement can hardly be avoided. 

It was perhaps unfortunate that the form of the inquiry 
was such that many of these questions were almost neces- 
sarily left unanswered, but it has served a useful purpose 
in airing some of the issues involved. Clearly, much more 
thought is required in order to reach a worthy solution 
of the immediate problem of Piccadilly Circus, let alone 
the wider problems of city centre replanning 


Education for the Surveyors’ Profession 


EDUCATION FOR THE PROFESSIONS, no less than liberty, 
demands eternal vigilance and our professional societies 
in recent years have taken this to heart. The Royal Insti- 
tution of Chartered Surveyors is no exception; although 
it is but three years since the post-war professional 
examinations revisions became fully operational, the 
RICS Council has now published the May 1960 report of 
its Review of the Educational Committee. 

The report is of particular interest because, due to 
amalgamations with other bodies and to internal re- 


organisations, the RICS has changed over the years from 


a society for a single calling—as are most other profes- 
sional bodies—-to one which caters for several. Amongst 
these the quantity surveyors section comprises about one- 
third of the whole membership. In the current review, 
the Institution envisages the reduction of the current eight 
sections of the professional examinations to five—four 
of the present sections being amalgamated into one general 
practice section. A single policy for all five sections of 
the examinations has been successfully formulated. 

The report notes the great change in approach to general 
education in this country and emphasises that changes 
are required in the pattern of the training and examina- 
tions of future chartered surveyors, both to attract an 
adequate number of intelligent recruits and to ensure that 
Institution members are practical men. As regards train- 
ing there are to be wider opportunities for the recognition 
of full-time training in theoretical studies, with its con- 
current deferment of practical experience until after these 
are completed. The existing methods of office-based 
training and part-time theoretical study are, however, to 
be maintained, with adaptations where possible, to incor- 
porate ‘sandwich courses.’ 

The amalgamation of the old and new approaches is 
interestingly illustrated by the new academic standard of 
entry to operate from 1962. This is to be raised—not 
to the uniform basis recently adopted by most other 
societies but to a graded one giving advantages to entrants 
reaching higher levels than the normal. The new standard 
ranges from 5 ordinary level subjects passed at one sitting, 
to 3 passes at advanced level and one at ordinary level. 
Any candidate with an advanced level pass in a subject 
which occurs in the first professional examination will 
gain exemption from taking the paper of that subject. 
Degree holders are mostly exempted from the First Exami- 
nation. and in certain cases are either permitted to take 


a single special entry examination or are exempted from 
all the examinations. This policy is to be actively con 
tinued, and the report anticipates that it will be applied 
to the future holders of appropriate Diplomas in Tech 
nology. Closer association with the Universities generally 
and more links with them in the sphere of research, to 
which the Institution has devoted increased attention re 
cently by means such as the Cost Research Panel, are 
strongly advocated. 

The RICS is to remain the principal examining body for 
the profession; and apart from the Universities and future 
Colleges of Higher Technology, the Institution will only 
recognise the examinations of other teaching establish 
ments subject to strict safeguards. Such recognitions are 
likely to be few. The examinations are to be drastically 
recast. There are to be fewer subjects and less hours of 
examination, but questions are to be directed much more 
to the principles of the subjects than to mere memory 
of the facts, so as to test ability in constructive thought. 
There is to be greater emphasis on practical training: the 
minimum of two years before granting qualification is to 
be maintained; and the responsibilities of practitioners to 
give proper training are to be accentuated, and chartered 
quantity surveyors are to be given an aide mémoire on 
this. The minimum period of training is to be lengthened 
from 4 years to 5. The examinations are to be re-arranged 
so that the full-time school student can take his examina- 
tions in theoretical subjects whilst still at school, and his 
examinations in practice subjects after completing a further 
two years of practical training. 

The Report draws attention to the need for senior prac- 
tising members of the profession to take a more active part 
in teaching and points out that any substantial improve- 
ment in this field depends upon it. However, it does not 
indicate how the co-operation of these members is to be 
achieved. The value of post-qualification education is 
strongly urged and reference is made both to the Instatu 
tion’s special Diploma Examinations and to the educa 
tional value of research. It is proposed that three new 
diploma examinations shall be introduced covering land 
economics; housing administration; and building tech 
nology. 

This wide-ranging report merits careful study and we 
look forward to the critical examination it will un- 
doubtedly undergo, particularly from some professional 
educationists, at the Bangor Conference 
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IF THE CURRENT LIST of Birthday Honours 
is not exactly thick with names of people 
associated with the building arts and 
crafts, it does contain some which have 
added lustre to the industry.

(Bob) Howarth whose work as liaison 
officer between Ministry and Press, as 
also in carrying on his predecessor Brian 
Barker's work on the exhibition side, has 
been magnificent

OF THE THREE AWARDS which go to prac- 
tising architects, the OBE conferred on 
Mr. George Grenfell Baines will give 
great satisfaction, not only for his con 
tribution to the art and practice of archi 
tecture but by reason of his immense 
enthusiasm and work for joint consulta 
tion between the branches of the 
industry.

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Infiuences of Research on Building Design 
A Series by William Allen, BArch, ARIBA 


4. Building-in Sound Reproduction in the Home 


THE IDEA OF BUILDING sound reproduction equipment into 
a house often appeals both to architects and clients, 
probably because radios, record-players, and recording 
gear are now so customary that it seems only right and 
proper to install them on a par with other equipment. 
TV stands apart from this generalisation because it 
requires viewers to face its screen, so that when built-in 
it constrains the layout of furniture rather like a cinema. 


The fact that building-in remains an idea that is not 
often practised has probably two causes. Not many 
designers realise the acoustic advantage that can be gained 
by building-in loudspeakers, and it is hard to know where 
to set one’s standards in choosing the gear. The trade 
in separate components has rather an obvious bias towards 
the ‘ Hi-fi’ and ‘ do-it-yourself’ enthusiasts to whom a 
wide variety in the supply of gear is itself attractive. 
However, good quality at a reasonable price, even for 
stereo, is not difficult to organise. 


Loudspeakers are the Key 


Architecturally and acoustically it is the loudspeakers 
that matter most. In principle the least successful way 
to use them is in small boxes or cabinets, while the best 
is to fix them in a large stiff membrane such as a flat 
baffle or wall with the speaker exposed on both sides. 
Under such conditions quite a cheap mass-produced loud- 
speaker costing perhaps only 30s. to 50s. can offer repro- 
duction of very good quality, better often than the best 
of loudspeakers under poor conditions. This is an impor- 
tant fact to hold on to. The reasoning behind it is this: 

The signal that is fed into the loudspeaker makes the 
cone vibrate and produce sound. The range of frequen- 
cies in a general-purpose speaker will be from 20 to 30 
cycles per second up to 12,000 or more, with waves 
consequently ranging in length from more than 10 ft. 
down to less than an inch. 


When the cone moves forward in a vibration it causes 
a compression in front and a rarefaction behind, and the 
opposite as it goes backward. If a 
loudspeaker is held free in mid-air, 
the energy in the compression part 
of the wave will seek relief by flow- 
ing around behind the cone and into 
a rarefaction, and thus weaken 
the sound concerned. It happens 
especially with the large-wave low 
frequency sounds, for the high fre- 
quencies are more directional. Thus 
a loudspeaker without a cabinet or 
baffle of any kind is left with a pre- 
dominantly high frequency output and sounds harsh. If 
placed in a panel the escape of energy is prevented and 
the sound becomes as intended. Panels whose edges are 
at least 18 in. from the centre of the loudspeaker do a 
reasonable job, and a wall can be accepted as an infinite 
baffle, the best of conditions. 
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The circumstances at the back of 
a loudspeaker are important. The 
most unsatisfactory is a small en- 
closure, for the cube of air it contains 
is too inelastic to permit free move- 
ment of the cone either forward or 
backward (people with modern air- 
tight cars will know how hard it is 





to close a door if all the windows are up). For this 
reason radio cabinets have open backs. However, cabinets 
generally have the disadvantage that resonances form 
inside them, making some frequencies undesirably promi- 
nent. 

The difficulties with cabinets 
diminish as their cubic size gets 
larger and by the time their volume 
is 20 or 25 cu. ft. there should be no 
evident disadvantage from full en- 
closure. This opens the way freely 
to the use of cupboard walls for 
loudspeakers. 

Smaller spaces, down to say 9 or 
10 cu. ft. can be made satisfactory 
along the following relatively simple 
lines : 

(1) Make a hole about the same 
size as the loudspeaker not 
less than about 18 in. away 
from it. 

(2) Use non-parallel walls if possible. 

(3) Put in some sound absorbent, but not wholly, on 
two opposite surfaces because some scatter is desir- 
able. 

(4) Make sure the cabinet work is not so flimsy that 
it rattles. 

Smaller cabinets begin to present difficulties which 
require more ingenuity to overcome than can conveniently 
be described here; an extensive literature is available. 

It seems in a way a pity that it is not generally possible 
to buy the chassis and loudspeaker of an ordinary com- 
mercial set for building-in; a useful acoustical improve- 
ment often would thereby be possible at reasonable cost. 
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Some Data 

Some other information about loudspeakers may be 
useful. Their high frequency output is best in a restricted 
zone directly on axis, and this frequency range is where 
intelligibility and musical detail is at its best; it is desir- 
able therefore to direct the loudspeaker towards the usual 
sitting area, except in stereo systems which are discussed 
below. 

A loudspeaker rated with a power capacity of 3 watts 
should be adequate for normal requirements; living-room 
loudnesses seldom demand more than about 1 watt. 

It should perhaps be emphasised again that this descrip- 
tion relates merely to good quality reproduction, better 
than usual but below the best of high-fidelity. For the 
latter it is customary to use at least two loudspeakers in 
conjunction, one for the lower and the other for the higher 
frequencies, with ratings of the order of 10 watts or more. 
In this way nothing is over-taxed in performance and this 
conduces to freedom from faults. In the hands of a 
knowledgeable person excellent results can be obtained, 
but enthusiasts have been known to make sounds more 
remarkable than pleasant. 


Stereo Systems 

Stereophonic reproduction is a separate development 
not depending in any way on high-fidelity design. Its effect 
is to introduce a sense of spaciousness, an enhanced reve- 
lation of detail and an increase in realism and aural 
interest. It is, of course, now established for discs, and 
regular broadcasts are apparently likely in perhaps two 
years’ time. 
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It requires two loudspeakers. The distance between 
them is not critical except that they should subtend 
not more than 50 deg. or 55 deg. to the nearest normal 
sitting positions ; 
i.e., people should 
usually be a little 
farther away from 
the plane of the 
speakers than the 
speakers are from 
one another. The 
speakers should not 
point inward to a 
focus because the 
Stereo effect tends 
then to be too pro- 
nounced in one 
place relative to others; but they can turn inward slightly 
if desired for appearance. They should be at the same 
height, preferably that of the listener, and more or less 
equidistant from the ‘ centre-of-gravity ’ of the probable 
listening area. 
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If high fidelity equipment is being used, with separate 
high-frequency speakers, the latter should point upward, 
or have deflectors; otherwise they can exaggerate the 
impression of a sound focus. 

The stereo effect is apparently due mainly to small 
time differences resulting from the use of two separated 
microphones which ultimately feed the two loudspeakers 
independently through doubled amplifiers. It is not one 
channel, but two. The effect is quite distinctive all over 
a room, though naturally it is at its best in the region 
centrally in front of the loudspeakers. 

The two speakers need not be exactly matched and this 
is useful where an existing layout is being extended and 
the earlier type of speaker is no longer obtainable, or if one 
speaker is in a cabinet and another is in a wall. 

It may be a reassurance to those still unfamiliar with 
the technique if they know that ordinary monaural discs

can be played through the stereo equipment, though the 
reverse is not true, because the ‘mono’ stylus is larger 
than the stereo groove. The monaural disc merely sounds 
as it usually does, and appears to come from the nearest 
loudspeaker owing to the Haas Effect, described last week. 


The Equipment 


The remainder of the equipment need not offer any 
particular difficulty. On the radio side there must be a 
station selector, called a tuner; for the discs there must 
be a turntable; and perhaps there will be a tape recorder. 
All would feed through the same amplifier to the loud- 
speaker, or if it is a stereo system, through a pair of 
amplifiers; these should be rated for the same wattage 
as the speakers and can be of any reasonable specification. 
They should generally be in a well-ventilated space. Quite 
good stereo pick-up heads are reasonably priced, £2 to 
£3, and turn-tables can be easily adapted with a new arm 
and wiring. 

Inexpensive turn-tables tend to produce a rumble due 
to motor vibration picked up through the disc. Turn- 
tables are often on springs so that the pick-up is not 
jiggled into another groove by any jarring of the cabinet; 
but if it is built-in, the turn-table frame can be screwed 
down without danger and the rumble can be reduced, 
apparently to quite acceptable levels; but it should be 
screwed down to something fairly solid. 

As an exercise in the application of these principles 
and ideas the author has put together an FM radio and 
stereo record-player of very acceptable quality using equip- 
ment with a retail cost of about £45. 

It should not be difficult to organise supply and installa- 
tion along the lines described, using the normal electrical 
sub-contracting channels. Apart from supply, they can 
help in design by ensuring that the different components 
selected will form a consistent and complete set. 

Architects would probably appreciate the further 
development by the trade of matched sets of inexpensive 
components for this purpose.

ALTNAGELVIN HOSPITAL, for the Northern Ireland Hospitals 
Authority, is the largest new complete hospital built in the 
British Isles since the war. It is designed as a complete unit for 
391 patients in the first stage, but is capable of expansion later 
to a capacity of 550 to 600 beds. All the necessary ancillary 
services for a complete working unit have been provided, in 
cluding a large area laundry, workshops, garages, kitchen, boiler 
house and nurses’ home. 

[The buildings stand in grounds of approximately 50 acres in 
open country but within 14 miles of the city centre. A central 
spine road curves away from the main road, taking all heavy 
traffic behind the main building. Branch roads serve the main 
building, nurses’ home, ambulance entrance and mortuary, and 
the group of service buildings. Between the main building and 
the kitchen, a site has been reserved for use as an emergency 
helicopter landing ground. 

At the main entrance to the Hospital stands a bronze figure 
by McWilliam, representing the legendary Princess Macha of 
Irish origin, who is reputed to have founded the first hospital 
in Ireland. This figure was specially commissioned by the 
Northern Ireland Hospitals Authority. 

[he main building comprises 12 floors including basement in 
the ward wing, and 8 floors in the treatment wing. These two 
wings form an L-shape, with the majority of wards facing south- 
east. In addition there is an out-patients wing attached to the 
main building, and from the east end of the building a service 
corridor largely below ground level provides a connection 
between the main building and the kitchen and stores which are 
grouped with the service buildings. This corridor is

approximately 8 {t. square in section, and is used also 
for the distribution of all the principal services and 
pipework from the boiler house. At its eastern end 
where the ground levels fall away, the tunnel is split 
to two levels rising up to the main kitchen and sloping 
down to the main hospital stores. 

The wards occupy 10 floors of which two are for 
maternity and one of pediatrics. The standard ward 
layout includes one 6-bed ward, 5 four-bed and 5 
single-bed wards. The ground floor is taken up with 
casualty entrance and casualty department, admission 
wards, ward utilities and offices for the matron and 
assistant matron, together with night duty rooms for 
medical officers. Provision at basement is made for 
the pharmacy and stores, medical gas store, linen sort- 
ing, transformers, battery room, automatic telephone 
exchange, staff lockers and part of the main ventilation 
plant. At this level also there is a collecting point for 
ali food trolleys beside the food lift which serves 
directly into every ward kitchen. 

[he branch road serving the main building passes 
underneath the treatment wing at ground floor level 
serving to the main entrance hall with the out-patients 
waiting hall adjacent, and to the accommodation pro- 
vided for nurses training. Apart from casualties, all 
staff, out patients and visitors enter the building at this 
point. 

The structure of the main building is in reinforced 
concrete, based on a grid of 22 ft. Heating panels are 





embedded in the ceilings integrally with the structure. The 
general distribution of services is in vertical ducts from the 
pipe tunnel beneath the building. In the ward wing, these 
ducts are on each side of the columns or as otherwise suits 
the repetitive ward ancillaries, and in the treatment wing, 
vertical ducts are provided between pairs of columns. This 
arrangement has led to flexibility in the layout of services. 

Lighting is in Tungsten fittings throughout. Oxygen, nitrous 
oxide and vacuum points are provided from piped services 
wherever required. The ward call system for patients includes 
facilities for speech between the patient and nurse. A 
magnetic call system is included for staff location. 

Air conditioning is included for all theatres and for other 
departments such as premature nurseries, and inlet extract 
ventilation is provided for the hydrotherapy pool, x-ray 
department and other individual rooms. 

The lifts are arranged in a single bank of three lifts with 
provision for a further three lifts at a later stage, and the 
controls are arranged on a collective system, so that calls 
are automatically answered by whichever lift is nearest and 
is travelling in the required direction. Provision has also 
been made for the installation of a separate small lift for 
the use of surgeons and physicians. A goods lift has also 
been provided. 

The main boiler plant consists of three economic boilers 
with automatic stokers coal-fed from overhead hoppers.

Altnagelvin Hospital, Londonderry 
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Royal Academy Sculpture, 1960

FRIDAY, APRIL 29, was such a bright day 
that it went against the grain to enter the 
abandon-hope doors of Burlington House 
to look at yet another Private View of the 
Royal Academy, but duty called and in 
we went. 

Well, what is it like? Headlines in the 
newspapers are contradictory as usual 
but one publication, in dialogue form, 
made the nice point that the Academy is 
becoming an enormous Salon des Refusés 
for the new non-conformists, these poor 
souls who remain figurative and refuse to 
conform to the new-style art and in con- 
sequence have their work slung out by 
the small but fashionable galleries. 


Having gone carefully round the sculp- 
ture it does seem, with a few notable 
exceptions, to be an exhibition of ‘all 
our yesterdays’ with very little of today. 
That is not to say that the Academy does 
not show its customary qualities of 
sanity and craftsmanship, perhaps to a 
greater degree than ever. It is particu- 
larly cheering to find that the sculpture 
is very much better displayed and the 
work really given a chance. The uncom- 
promising shape of the Lecture Room has 
been modified by screening and the walls 
painted Indian red, a little too much on 
the crimson side, but still quite a good 
background. 

There is very little that can be called 
architectural sculpture and that is nearly 


all in the Octagon. The centre-piece 
there is a rather splendidly vulgar, gilded, 
splurge of fish, uprising to a central 
fabulous winged creature. It is a work- 
ing model for a grand fountain for the 
Presidential Palace of Baghdad. One can 
imagine when the fishy mouths are all 
spouting water that it will be great fun. 


Lambert’s other example is a model, 
in high relief, for a carving on the Asso- 
ciated Electrical Industries Building. It 
is divided into four very busy panels re- 
presenting the uses of eletricity and 
showing dismembered hands, thirty-seven 
of them, doing the many different jobs. 
Closely, intricately and cunningly 
designed it still has nothing of Lambert’s 
usual vitality and is interesting only on 
the level of ingenuity—but what a job 
for a sculptor to be faced with. 

In the middle of Gallery VI, all by 
itself, Uli Nimptsch’s bronze fountain, 
the birth of Venus, is a great contrast to 
the Baghdad one. In a shell, held up by 
four seahorses, sits Venus looking very 
beautiful, in one of those natural, un- 
selfconscious and above all comfortable 
poses so characteristic of Nimptsch. The 
modelling is brilliant and very finished. 
For sheer accomplishment this artist’s 
work sticks out a mile. In the right kind 
of garden this fountain would be even 
more charming. 

As one would expect there are portraits

galore: heads, busts and three-quarters, 
but Princess Margaret as seen by Epstein, 
attracts the most attention. and from 
the remarks overheard, not a little annoy 

ance. ‘ Atrocious,’ ‘tubercular,’ ‘ but 
not in the least like her, dear.’ It is diffi- 
cult to judge the likeness as the very odd

making dark caverns under the cheek- 
bones. In a diffused light the head might 
look rather different. But likeness apart, 
the flowing composition of the arms and 
dress is lovely. One feels that it is a 
great work charged with character—the 
character of the sitter but also that of 
the artist. 

There is another interesting portrait in 
Gallery X where Arthur Fleischmann 
gives us a sympathetic Pope John XXIII. 
We all know that by reputation the 
present Pope is a cheerful elderly man 
with a warm personality, a contrast to 
his ascetic-looking predecessor. Fleisch- 
mann makes him look just such a man, 
natural and kindly, but adds importance 
and dignity by the over-life-size scale— 
a studied and sincere piece of work. 

Among the more informal portraits, 
John McCarthy has done a _ great 
character job on Miles Malleson. In this 
kind of work we do not worry about the 
technique or whether it is new-art or 
old-art; we simply appreciate that it takes 
real sympathy and skill to catch your 
man at the expressive moment and fix 
that moment in ciment fondu. 

There are five exhibits, which do not 
fall into any category, but which prove 
their arresting qualities by compelling us 
to stop and look and walk round them, 
where possible. The first of these is ‘ The 
Communicant,’ a bronze by F. E. Mc- 
William. It stands out as the most avant- 
garde piece in the show. It cannot be 
passed by but it is a great disappointment 

not really significant. A column-like 
shape widening to the top, faintly evoca- 
tive of a veiled figure, it has all the 
manner but none of the impact of 
Paolozzi and the heavy mass tapering to 
such a weak base gives an uncomfortable 
feeling. 


Sydney Harpley’s ‘ Sally ’ is plainer sail- 
ing. The simple looking exercise of a 
seated girl, leaning forward with hand 
under chin, is lovely from every angle. 
Harpley is a genius for dealing with 
modern clothes and making them belong 
to the figure. This new school of realism 
is very vital. 

Charoux is always worth taking an 
interest in. He has another big, prole- 
tarian man (The Reader), this time strap- 
hanging and endeavouring to read a news- 
paper. The stance gives a nice angle to 
the torso and the single figure evokes the 
whole crowded carriage, but it is not 
really so interesting as some of his other 
recent work such as the Cello Player. 


Two distinguished women sculptors, 
who could not be more different in their 
approach, complete the list. Dora Gordine 
with ‘ Meditation’ in bronze, very con- 
trolled, classic and still and master of 
her technique. Eva Castle (‘ Aurora’), 
her work full of movement and with a 
fascinating rough surface. 

Space does not allow of a description 
of the numerous excellent animal studies, 
but mention must be made of Anthea 
Alley’s ‘ Fighting Cat,’ Coccia’s Marini-ish 
work and for all true cat-lovers ‘ Silver 
Tabby,’ by W. G. Simmonds. This last 
is in pine, painted black, painted too are 
the whiskers and expression—a delicious 
beast, Chinese in flavour and very feline.

The Lodge, Marble Arch 

WE HAVE ALL watched buildings being 
demolished, but it is not often one has 
the opportunity of watching an old build- 
ing of historic interest being taken down 
stone by stone day by day, simply by 
looking up from one’s drawing board, 
writes Arthur W. Kenyon. 

For the past few weeks I have watched 
the daily progress of the demolition of 
the stone lodge on the edge of the park 
at Marble Arch and I have found it a 
fascinating performance. The demolition 
has been done with meticulous care, each 
stone being first dislodged and then 
hoisted away, the same toggle holes being 
used as for its erection. 

The floors of the lodge were con- 
structed of sleeper joists at approximately 
6 ft. 0 in. centres, filled in between with 
mass concrete about 8 in. thick and this 
has been broken up with a sledge hammer. 
The ashlar stone was a facing about 6 in., 
on bed backed by walls at least 2 ft. 0 in. 
thick. As I watched the men at work 
and reflected that today a 9 in. or perhaps 
even a 4} in. wall would have been suffi- 
cient for the purpose, I felt that our 
prudent forefathers had left nothing to 
chance. 

From my vantage point over my draw- 
ing board, the stones appeared to be 
numbered and I think this might well

have been the 
original building. 

These lodges were undoubtedly built 
for posterity; solid and almost im- 
movable, I feel sure they would have 
withstood intensive bombardment. I 
imagine when they are re-erected the 
same solid construction will go into them 
again and I envy the lucky bricklayers 
and masons who have the job of re- 
building them.

Architects’ Income Tax 


RETENTION FEES payable annually to the 
Architects Registration Council of the 
United Kingdom are specifically men- 
tioned in the Finance Act, 1958, as being 
an amount which may be deducted from 
the earnings of any office or employment 
for income tax purposes. It is known that 
a number of salaried architects have ex 
perienced difficulty in obtaining this 
allowance and in view of inquiries 
received by the Registrar at 68 Portland- 
place it is obvious that many local 
inspectors of taxes are unaware of this 
provision. It seems unfortunate that 
those responsible for assessing taxable 
income are not always conversant with 
the terms of reference under which they 
work. In this particular case they should 
refer to Section 16 and the Fifth 
Schedule of the Finance Act, 1958.

A Commercial and Exhibition Centre at Caracas, Venezuela 


THE HELICOIDE of the Roca Tarpeya is a 
commercial centre and an industrial exhi- 
bition for the use of the metropolitan area 
of Caracas. Land, particularly on the 
level, is at a premium in this rapidly 
developing city and this project is built 
around a small hill on the outskirts. It 
is run as a ‘ co-operative’ for the benefit 
of the tenants and a small hotel is pro- 
vided for visiting trade representatives 
together with a club, an exhibition hall 
and such communal services as cleaning, a 
typing pool, accounting and printing. 

This complete architectural group, 
situated at the convergence of the main 
streets of the city, presents exceptional 
characteristics in its conception and aims. 
It comprises offices and an exhibition, a 
garage, parking space, a stadium, a multi- 
cinema, a hotel-club for the owners, chil- 
dren’s garden, restaurants and shopping 
groups. The scheme, the biggest and most 
important in its time undertaken by 
private enterprise in Venezuela, achieves 
the basic object of urbanisation, the 
elevation of the cost of living by means 
of the appropriate use of land. 


Traffic Segregation 


In the Helicoide, thoroughfare is so 
safe that even a young child is able to use 
it freely, without danger of accidents. 
Buses or taxis leave the visitor at the gate 
of lifts or escalators: there are four in- 
clined lifts with a capacity of forty 
persons each, escalators, normal lifts and 
stairways. The trip inside is done com- 
fortably without effort because the slopes 
are so smooth. Traffic moves in one direc- 
tion; ascending by the uneven ramps and 
descending by the even ones. There are 
no crossroads between the traffic of the 
pedestrians and that of the cars, there- 
fore traffic signals do not exist, neither is 
there any possibility of accidents. In the 
event of breakdowns it is a simple matter 
to put them into a convenient place with- 
out hindrance to others. 

The shops are in groups of the same 
kind. In one ramp, for example, the 
shopper is able to visit various jewellers 
and select a preferred brand or style, com- 
pare prices and so get exactly what he 
desires. On the first ramp there are

clothing shops; on the second, manufac- 
tured goods and domestic utensils; on the 
third, office equipment, cars and sundry 
representations; on the fourth, for the 
builder, construction materials, equip- 
ment and machinery; on the fifth, 
jewellers and watchmakers. Finally the 
sixth ramp caters for miscellaneous busi- 
nesses, super-markets, chemist shops, 
travel agencies, the post office, a telegraph 
office, telephones and a radiograph office. 
There are also three branches of the 
banks distributed throughout the ramps. 

The Helicoide provides a children’s 
nursery; while the visitor makes his pur- 
chases, goes to the multi-cinema or plays 
bowls in the stadium, his children are 
looked after by trained staff. As a centre 
of recreation the centre is unequalled; 
there is provision for fairs, various 
spectacles of action, shows on ice, exhibi- 
tions, bowling alleys and soda fountains. 

Services provided for the visitor will 
eventually include deposit-boxes with 
keys on every ramp to save the need for 
carrying parcels from one level to 
another. A system of internal television 
will be installed to show the main events 
of the day: fashion shows, important 
bargains, novel exhibitions, demonstra- 
tions of products, etc. 

A complete maintenance service for 
cars is provided; apart from the usual 
facilities given in the service stations its 
service of spare parts is able to supply

anything from a small nut to a complete 
coachwork. When completed the Heli- 
coide will have a system of ducts in which 
the electrical air conditioning, water, 
telephone and gas installations will be 
located. There will be sufficient space 
for services which it might be necessary 
to instal at a later date. These ducts 
will have entrances conveniently and

strategically placed. Repairs will neither 
be seen nor felt. 


A visitor will be able to park in front 
of the actual shop he is visiting; these 
parking spaces are reserved exclusively for 
clients; a special car park for a thousand 
vehicles is reserved for the employees and 
owners. There are no crossroads, shops 
can be reached under cover without the 
annoyance of rain, splashes from passing 
cars, or the hot sun. 


Access to the Helicoide is quick and 
easy. The Avenidas of the Fuerzas 
Ammadas, Nueva Granada and Presidente 
Medina Angarita (ex Avenida Victoria) 
all converge on to the centre, as will the 
future new stretch that connects the 
Autopista del Este with the Paraiso.

Sixty Years in Architecture 

CELEBRATING HIS DIAMOND JUBILEE in 
architectural practice is Mr. W. H. 
Watkins, FRIBA, senior partner in the 
firm of W. H. Watkins, Gray and 
Partners, of Bristol, London and the West 
Indies. It was in 1900 that Mr. Watkins, 
who served articles with the late F. B. 
Bond, FRIBA, set up on his own in 
Bristol where, between the wars, he made 
a reputation as a designer of cinemas and 
other commercial buildings. In 1939 he 
took several young architects into partner- 
ship, among them Mr. Alexander S. Gray 
who had won the open competition for the 
new St. George’s Hospital with a plan 
which broke fresh ground in English 
hospitals with a scheme which incor- 
porated a through access road at ground 
level. The firm’s reputation for hospital 
work increased rapidly and they have 
been responsible for many hospitals in 
the Commonwealth. At the present time 
appointments have been made as archi- 
tects for the Radcliffe infirmary, Oxford; 
Guy’s hospital; a new 500-bed hospital 
at Sidcup for the SW regional metro- 
politan board; the conversion of the RN 
hospital, Chatham, into a 500-bed civilian 
establishment; and a new 120-bed ear, 
nose and throat wing at Bradford. In 
addition, the firm are architects to United 
Bristol Hospitals, while continuing with 
a large industrial and commercial prac- 
tice. 

Recently the firm have moved into new 
offices in Bristo] where, on May 26, Mr. 
Watkins was presented by his five 
partners with his portrait in oils in the 
presence of staff from the Bristol and 
London offices and representatives of the 
associated offices in the West Indies. This 
record of Mr. Watkins, one of which he 
may justifiably be proud, is rare in cur- 
rent architectural circles, and on behalf 
of his profession, we congratulate him. 


University Building Development 


WORK is expected to begin soon on a large 
new building development programme 
which will provide Manchester University 
with a new residential community at Fal- 
lowtield, and create accommodation for 
644 students by the end of 1963. It is 
part of a long-term policy planned to 
accommodate 1,400 more students. 
Features of the new building scheme, 
the planning architect for which is Mr. 
G. Grenfell Baines, OBE, FRIBA, include 
an 18-storey tower crane above the social 
centre and main entrance, which will 
house about 400 students and provide a 
conference centre and a dance hall. 
The main theme of the Fallowfield 
scheme is the Mall, a broad pedestrian 
way the size of a generous city street, 
moving up the site in a series of rising 
terraces from which will open the courts 
and mews of the study bedrooms. Also 
along the Mall will be groups of com- 
munal rooms, and dining rooms in asso- 
ciation with space for hobbies and other 
activities which will form centres of 
interest very much as the cafés and 
public facilities of a city street. Fronting 
the Mall on the east side will be a tall 


terrace of student houses pointing to- 
wards the climax of the scheme, the 18- 
storey tower block. 


Oxford Roads: An Ambitious Plan 


A PERTINENT critic of Oxford Planning 
Committee’s future road development 
schemes is Mr. John Morton, a director of 
Townmaker Ltd. This firm recently com- 
missioned two town planners, Mr. J. 
Toovey and Mr. T. Hancock who have 
prepared an ambitious plan for a new 
urban motorway with four lanes of traffic 
running beside the railway line from the 
town centre.

A Commercial and Exhibition Centre at Caracas, Venezuela 


THE HELICOIDE of the Roca Tarpeya is a 
commercial centre and an industrial exhi- 
bition for the use of the metropolitan area 
of Caracas. Land, particularly on the 
level, is at a premium in this rapidly 
developing city and this project is built 
around a small hill on the outskirts. It 
is run as a ‘ co-operative’ for the benefit 
of the tenants and a small hotel is pro- 
vided for visiting trade representatives 
together with a club, an exhibition hall 
and such communal services as cleaning, a 
typing pool, accounting and printing. 

This complete architectural group, 
situated at the convergence of the main 
streets of the city, presents exceptional 
characteristics in its conception and aims. 
It comprises offices and an exhibition, a 
garage, parking space, a stadium, a multi 
cinema, a hotel-club for the owners, chil 
dren’s garden, restaurants and shopping 
groups. The scheme, the biggest and most 
important in its time undertaken by 
private enterprise in Venezuela, achieves 
the basic object of urbanisation, the 
elevation of the cost of living by means 
of the appropriate use of land.

Unethical Proposals by Property Development Companies 


THE one hundred and thirteenth ordinary 
meeting of the Architects Registration 
Council of the United Kingdom, held at 
66 Portland-place, Wl, on June 8, de- 
veloped into the longest and stormiest 
session for several years. Heated dis- 
cussion centred around the ethics of pro- 
posals by certain property development 
companies offering to engage the services 
of architects who introduce acceptable 
schemes for the development of property. 
Further altercation between members 
who could not agree on a method of im- 
plementing immediate action was pre- 
vented by firm but careful handling of 
the debate by the chairman, Mr. A. G. 
Sheppard Fidler, MA, BArch, FRIBA. A 
compromise was finally reached and it 
was agreed that the Professional Purposes 
Committee would give the matter further 
consideration and that the Council would 
reach a decision based on future recom- 
mendations at the next ordinary meeting. 
The following statement was subsequently 
issued by the Registrar: 

‘ The attention of the Architects Regis- 
tration Council has been drawn to certain 
advertisements appearing in the profes- 
sional Press and to a number of circular 
letters that have been addressed to archi- 
tects, both issuing from property develop- 
ment companies, and offering to engage 
the services of architects who “ intro- 
duce” acceptable schemes for the de- 
velopment of property. 

‘After very careful consideration the 
Council have decided to advise architects 
that it would be highly undesirable for 
any member of the profession to respond 
to such advertisements or circulars. In 
the opinion of the Council, architects 
should only undertake work on a proper 
professional and contractual basis with 
the client. The implied conditions under 
which architects are being invited to sub- 
mit such schemes appear to the Council 
to be speculative and derogatory to the 
standing of the profession. Speculative 
because the architect’s services would be 
engaged only if he finds a site and pre- 
pares a scheme for its development 
acceptable to the property developer; 
derogatory to his professional standing 
because he would be acting as a sort of 
scout for the property developer without 
having first established the proper rela- 
tionship of client and architect. 

‘The Council has under examination 
the circumstances and conditions under 
which certain property developers engage 
the services of architects and will shortly 
be issuing a statement on the subject for 
the guidance of architects.’

The Admission Committee recom- 
mended that 249 applicants be admitted 
to the register. Of these 231 qualified 
by examination under section 6(1)(c) of 
the Principal Act; 9 qualified under sec- 
tion 6(1)d) of the Principal Act and 
under regulation 26(a)(3); and 9 qualified 
under section 6(1)(d) of the Act and regu- 
lation 26(aX(4). The report of the com- 


mittee was carried and its recommenda- 
tions adopted. Mr. Vincent Burr, FRIBA, 
has been re-elected chairman of the com- 
mittee and Mr. W. R. Howard, FRIBA, 
vice-chairman, for the year ending March, 
1961. Mr. Burr, whose registration num- 
ber is 6, begins his twenty-first year in 
this office and has served on the Council 
since its formation in 1932. 

The report of the Board of Architec- 
tural Education, which was duly adopted, 
recommended the Council to award 17 
scholarships for the year 1960-61. The 
17 students were selected from 87 candi- 
dates who took the examination as a 
result of which 24 were selected for inter- 
view. The Board also recommended the 
award of one special maintenance scholar- 
ship and the provisional renewal of 39 
scholarships granted in previous years. 
These will be confirmed when satisfactory 
reports on year examinations have been 
received from the heads of the recognised 
schools of architecture concerned. 


The Future of ARCUK Scholarships 


The possibility that the present system 
of maintenance scholarships would be- 
come obsolete or redundant when the 
forthcoming Anderson Report is sub- 
mitted to the government was discussed. 
One member suggested that the funds 
might be used for advanced studies. Mr. 
Edward D. Mills, CBE, FRIBA, who has 
been appointed chairman of the Board of 
Architectural Education for the 1960-61 
session, replied that such a system was 
being examined although there was a lack 
of centres for advanced or special study. 
Other suggestions were that the Council 
should set up its own schocl of architec- 
ture; a revision of the present policy on 
maintenance scholarships in anticipation 
of the findings of the Anderson Report: 
or, instead of looking for ways of spend- 
ing income, to reduce it by means of a 
reduction of the annual registration fee. 

Another member felt that to attempt 
to anticipate the findings of the Anderson 
Report, the government’s reactions and 
future legislation was utterly foolish; the 
best thing to do was to ascertain what 
could be done before attempting any 
change of policy. This followed a sug- 
gestion that a special committee be set 
up to review all the activities of the 
Registration Council. The registrar re- 
minded the Council at this stage that all 
present activities were necessary under 
the provisions of the Act of Parliament. 
Mr. Sheppard Fidler interposed at this 
point and said that the wisest solution 
would be to await the Anderson Report, 
which was due in a short while. It was 
agreed that this course should be followed.

Retention Fees Unpaid 


The Finance and General Purposes 
Committee, who have elected Mr. R. O. 
Foster, JP, FRIBA, chairman, and Mr. 
J. E. A. Brownrigg, ARIBA, vice-chair- 
man, reported that up to date there were 
still over 1,000 architects who had not 
paid their retention fees for the current 
year. In accordance with the Council's 
resolution of March 16 last, the names 
of 9 architects (repeated defaulters) were 
removed from the register on April 1 for 
not paying their 1960 fees. 

The committee recommended the en- 
gagement of a typographer to advise on 
the design and format of documents 
issued by the Council, and the adoption 
of the ‘A’ series of international paper 
sizes. The Council agreed to this pro- 
vided the typographer engaged was not 
the one who had designed certain RIBA 
publications and provided the new de- 
signs were not similar. The report of the 
committee was carried, although a recom- 
mendation that the annual Register 
should be sold at a higher price to non- 
architects was referred back to them for 
further information. The income of the 
scholarship fund for the year 1960-61 was 
reported to be approximately £12,248 
after deduction of expenses. 

The Professional Purposes Committee 
stated that Mr. L. A. Chackett, FRIBA, 
had been elected chairman and Mr. D. B. 
Waterhouse, ARIBA, vice-chairman for 
the forthcoming session. They recom- 
mended that seven architects removed 
from the register more than three years 
ago and who had applied for reinstate- 
ment be readmitted. 


Staff Commissions 


The committee stated that they had 
informed a firm of architects, in response 
to an inquiry, that the giving of commis- 
sions to members of their staff for the 
introduction of clients would be permis- 
sable provided that they, the members 
of the staff, were architects on the regis- 
ter, but not otherwise. Subject to this 
proviso, there would be no objection to 
a clause to that effect being incorporated 
in a service agreement. 

The committee were also asked to 
advise on the general principle whether 
it was professionally proper for an archi- 
tect who was architectural adviser to an 
estate-owner to accept as a client a poten- 
tial purchaser of a plot, whose plans 
(which had been prepared by another 
architect) he had previously rejected on 
the grounds of their unsuitability for the 
estate. The committee advised that in 
the particular case submitted to them 
there was no evidence that the architect 
to the estate-owner had in any way 
abused his position and, accordingly, that 
there was nothing reprehensible in his 
conduct in the matter. The committee 
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added, however, that the position of an 
architect who acted as adviser to owners 
or to developers of building sites may be 
abused in certain circumstances, and that 
whenever there was evidence of such 
abuse, disciplinary action should follow. 


Before the meeting Mr. Sheppard Fidler 
had welcomed the retiring chairman, Mr. 
Howard YV. Lobb, CBE, FRIBA, who pre- 
sented him with the new badge of office 
which is to be worn at all official func- 
tions including meetings of the Council. 


Chartered Surveyors 


Royal Institution's’ Annual Report 


THE ANNUAL REPORT of the Council of the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
submitted to the annual general meeting 
on June 13 summarises the work carried 
out last year as an adviser to parliament, 
government departments, royal commis- 
sions and numerous other bodies on 
matters concerning the profession. 

There has been for some time much 
public concern at the number of unquali- 
fied—and in some cases unscrupulous— 
estate agents who practise in this country. 
The replies to a referendum to all mem- 
bers of the Institution showed that 93 
per cent were in favour of a system of 
registration of estate agents. The Coun- 
cil of the Institution has therefore re- 
solved to support the promotion of 
legislation in Parliament to register all 
estate agents, and make them conform to 
a code of practice. 

A Special Committee appointed in 1956 
to consider the future educational policy 
of the Institution recommended that the 
entire system of professional examina- 
tions should be revised so as to place 
greater emphasis on the knowledge of 
principles, and less on the mere acquisi- 
tion of facts. 

The annual conference will this year 
be held at the University College of North 
Wales, Bangor, from August 30 to Sep- 
tember 3. The theme of the conference 
will be ‘Education for the Surveyor’s 
Profession,’ and the principal addresses 
will be given by Sir John Wolfenden, vice- 
chancellor of the University of Reading, 
and Mr. A. A. Part, Joint Deputy Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Education. 


Rent Tribunals 


During the year, comments were sub- 
mitted to the Council on Tribunals—the 
body set up by the Lord Chancellor under 
the Tribunals and Inquiries Act, 1958—on 
the working of rent tribunals since the 
publication of the Franks Report. Sug- 
gestions concerning the rating of flats 
and houses were sent to the Government 
Working Party on Rating. Evidence was 
given to the Jenkins Committee on Com- 
pany Law, and also to the Council of the 
Stock Exchange, concerning the valuation 
of company assets. 

The Minister of Housing has been given 
a memorandum suggesting ways in which 
the giving of planning decisions might be 
speeded up in future. Observations on 
a similar subject were made to the Board 
of Trade during the year and, as a result, 
the Board agreed to facilitate the issuing 
of industrial development certificates. 
Oral evidence was given to the Royal 
Commission on Local Government in 
Greater London. 


The Housing Standards Sub-Committee 
of the Central Housing Advisory Com- 
mittee received a memorandum of evi- 
dence from the Institution, which sug- 
gested ways of achieving better standards 
of housing. Observations on the opera- 
tion of part of the Agricultural Holdings 
Act, 1948, were submitted to the Country 
Landowners’ Association and the National 
Farmers’ Union. 

During the session, the Institution set 
up its own Working Party to devise a 
standard method of costing maintenance 
work on housing estates. The Minister 
of Housing later announced that he pro- 
posed to initiate a full study of the 
management and maintenance costs of 
housing estates. Consideration is being 
given to ways in which the Model Build- 
ing Byelaws, made under the Public 
Health Acts, might be revised when they 
expire in 1963. 

The membership of the Institution at 
May this year stood at 15,174 members 
and 7,212 registered students. 


Election of New President 


MR. JOHN DOUGLAS TRUSTRAM EVE, FRICS, 
was elected President of The Royal Insti- 
tution of Chartered Surveyors on June 13. 

He was born in Bedford in December, 
1897, and was educated at Sandroyd 
School and Winchester College. 

Mr. Eve comes from a_ well-known 
family of surveyors; his father, Sir 
Herbert Trustram Eve, and his grand- 
father, John Richard Eve, were both 
members of the Institution. His grand- 
father founded the family firm of J. R. 
Eve & Son, of which the president is now 


Mr. D. Trustram Eve, FRICS, FLAS, 
FAI, newly elected president of the RICS 
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senior partner. The membership of the 
Institution at present includes eight mem- 
bers of the family. 

The president was first elected a mem- 
ber of the Council of the Institution as 
representative of rating surveyors in 1948, 
and was elected a vice-president in 1956. 
He became senior vice-president in 1959. 
He has given much support to the affairs 
of two branches of the Institution, first 
the Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire 
branch and later the London (south- 
western) branch, of which he was chair- 
man for the session 1951-52. He is one 
of very few persons who are fellows of 
all three chartered bodies—the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors, the 
Chartered Land Agents Society and the 
Chartered Auctioneers and Estate Agents 
Institute. 


Professor Corfiato’s 
Retirement 


Reception at ULC 


A RECEPTION was held at University Col- 
lege, London, on June 9 to mark the 
retirement at the end of the session of 
Professor Corfiato from the Bartlett 
School. The guests were received by 
the Provost, Sir Ifor Evans with Professor 
and Mrs. Corfiato. 

It was an occasion for a small exhibi- 
tion of the Professor’s work both as an 
architect and painter in water colours 
(writes Mr. George Coulter). As an 
architect, he is well known both in this 
country and abroad, and it is only neces- 
sary to visit one of his more recent works, 
such as the church of Notre Dame de 
France in Leicester-place, to appreciate 
the quality of his work. 

Few, however, will have seen his 
exquisite water colours. It would be 
fitting if in the year of his retirement 
from the Chair of Architecture, an exhi- 
bition of his own water colours and some 
of his extensive collection could be shown 
at the RIBA. 

Sir Ifor Evans recalled that Professor 
Corfiato joined the college as a senior 
lecturer in 1923. He had previously 
studied in Paris where among many other 
distinctions, he received the medal of the 
Ecole Nationale and Supérieure des 
Beaux Arts. He also referred to Profes- 
sor Corfiato’s wide travels and his accom- 
plishment as a linguist. The broad base 
of his cultural approach to architecture 
could thus be readily understood. 

As one of his earliest students, I will 
always remember his kindness and 
patience which made my own entry into 
architecture such a happy experience.

IN THEIR ANNUAL MATCH, played at Rich- 
mond on June 9, the Vitruvians (the 
technical Press XI) defeated the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers’ XI by 86 runs.

Building Industry on View 


Joint Exhibition at Blackburn 


AN EXHIBITION designed to appeal to 
youngsters seeking a career in the build- 
ing industry as well as to those already 
engaged in it is to be staged this month 
in the Building Department of Blackburn 
Technical College. It will be opened by 
Mr. I. W. Owen, FIOB, president of the 
North-Western Federation of Building 
Trades Employers on June 21, and will 
continue until June 25. Professional and 
trade organisations concerned with the 
industry are co-operating in the exhibition 
and it is being supported by the Ministry 
of Works. 

There will be displays provided by pro- 
fessional societies and associations, indus- 
trial and trade associations, public 
utilities, the Borough Engineer and 
Surveyor’s Department and the Chief Fire 
Officer’s Department of the Borough of 
Blackburn. The work of the plumbing 
section of the college will be supported 
by the local Master Plumbers and the 
Registered Plumbers’ Association. 


The Ministry of Works’ display will 
illustrate new methods of good building 
design and construction and will feature a 
selection of projects in its function of 
providing and maintaining buildings for 
the public service. Films dealing with 
building and civil engineering matters will 
be shown in a cinema set up in the col- 
lege lecture theatre.

NFBTO Annual Conference 
President's Call for Shorter Working Week 


“ouR TASK in the building industry to 
achieve a shorter working week con- 
tinues,’. MR. J. H. MILLS declared in his 
presidential address to the 43rd annual 
conference of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives, held at 
Troon, Scotland, from June 14 to 17. ‘ You 
will see from the executive committee 
report,’ he continued, ‘that a shorter 
working week is fast becoming an estab- 
lished fact in industry generally, and I 
can only regret that our own industry is 
so far behind in its contribution to indus- 
trial progress, especially as we were in the 
vanguard with the 44-hour week when it 
was established in 1920. 

‘This year we shall arrive at a 44-hour 
uniform week throughout the country as 
a preliminary step. I hope the next step 
is not very far ahead; but for this the 
negotiators must rely on the support of 
the members and there can be no evidence 
of that support while there is an obvious 
predilection for overtime—as much of it 
as possible. It would, however, be wrong 
to mix the hours and wages issues. Each 
must be settled on its own merits, but let 
us first consolidate the wages position. 

‘I trust that we who are responsible for 
negotiations in the building industry will 
not agree to the same kind of settlement 
as has been made in the civil engineer- 
ing industry, where the 40 hours can be 
worked in 54 days. Indeed the 40-hour 
54-day week is an obligatory arrangement 
whereas the 40-hour 5-day week is a per- 
missive one dependent entirely on the 
employer's decision. Thus we can see 
that 4 hours can be worked on Saturday 
at ordinary time rate and the period noon 
to 4 p.m. at time-and-half; whereas in a 
5-day week Saturday morning work for 
the first 4 hours carries time-and-half 
and thence double time.’ 

Other points from Mr. Mills’ address 
were: 

Union Membership.— The steady and 
persistent organisation campaign con- 
ducted throughout the country has found 
its reflection in increased membership 
amongst some of the unions; but this 
happy thought has unfortunate's to be 
modified or counterbalanced by  >ting 
also that other unions—judging ®%y the 
drop in affiliation fees—have recorded 
a loss, in a few cases a substantial loss, 
in membership, a sort of ‘ progressing 
backwards’ as it were. Indeed, the 
Federation itself is nearly 21,000 down in 
membership compared with a year ago. 
It seems that as the affiliation fee goes 
up, the membership goes down. We are 
all in this job together so perhaps the 
defects will be remedied before long to 
the advantage of us all.’ 

Accident Prevention.— Some progress 
in the field of accident prevention has 
been made, chiefly by the promulgation 
of draft regulations in the construction 
industry as a whole. What we most 
earnestly desire are regulations leaving 
the minimum number of escape loopholes, 
and this the present draft manifestly does 
not do. We have had the benefit of our 
legal adviser’s observations, and further 


discussions are taking place with 
Ministry representatives to see whether we 
can bring them closer to our point of 
view. 

‘I hope that it may in the not distant 
future be possible for the Trade Union 
and Labour Movement to establish a com- 
bined special department to deal with this 
blot on our society and that consideration 
will also be given to the establishment of 
a special overriding department of 
Government to cover the whole field of 
accidents, industrial, domestic and road, 
not limited in its activities by Treasury 
control. The cost of accidents is so 
heavy that the cost of preventing them 
would be more than repaid in the result.’ 


Bad Weather Code Proposed 
Efforts to reduce lost time and unem- 
ployment among building and contracting 
workers in Scotland in winter months 
were discussed at the conference. This 
followed examination of the situation by a 
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sub-committee of the Ministry of Works 
Joint Advisory Panel for the Building and 
Civil Engineering Industries in Scotland. 

That committee has investigated the 
situation and its report will be available 
shortly. The committee says that little 
is done in building to protect against rain 
and in some cases even the most elemen- 
tary precautions against high winds are 
neglected. The only precautions deemed 
worthwhile in the past have been expe- 
dients to prevent damage to work in pro- 
gress from frost. 

In civil engineering, more attention is 
given to continuity of winter working and 
planning is arranged accordingly. Certain 
of the larger building concerns also plan 
systematically against bad weather. The 
sub-committee sees no single solution; it 
suggests that all the existing knowledge 
and advice should be tabulated with re- 
gard to Scottish conditions and that a 
manual or code of practice be adopted 
for the industry as a guide to future prac- 
tice. 

These moves follow a sharp rise in un- 
employment last year, when bad weather 
curtailed site operations. 


Geology and Ceramics 


An Exhibition at the Geological Museum 


A SPECIAL exhibition of an unusual kind 
opened recently at the Geological 
Museum, South Kensington. it 
entitled ‘Geology and Ceramics’ and had 
been arranged by the Geological Museum 
in conjunction with the British Ceramics 
Research Association to coincide with the 
International Ceramic Congress which 
was held in London. 

The exhibition is intended to appeal to 
both layman and expert by the visual 
manner in which geology is related to 
ceramics. There are three sections 
pottery and whiteware, structural clay 
products, refractories and_ technical 
ceramics. In each section a _ simple 


descriptive narrative is displayed together 
with photographs, maps and diagrams, the 
relevant geological specimens and the 
ceramic end-product. 

The pottery section includes examples 
of fine quality bone china and porcelain, 
and of translucent china made without 
bone by a new process. Among the items 
in the structural section are the Building 
Research Station’s perforated double 
brick, together with specimens of the raw 
materials from which it is made. After 
the congress, the exhibition will remain 
on display at the Museum for the rest of 
the year. It will be open during the 
normal Museum hours. 


Building Exhibition 1961 


Reorganisation Continuing 


THE DATES of the next Buildir z Exhibi- 
tion have now been confirmed and this 
event will take place at Olympia, Lon- 
don, from November 15 to 29, 1961. 

The comments received by the or- 
ganisers show that many of the visitors 
prefer to come for short periods of time 
on a number of occasions. With this in 
mind, it is hoped to continue to make 
the sections more easily recognisable. 

In continuing to re-plan the exhibition, 
consideration has also to be given to the 
position of stands in relation to the en- 
trances and exits so that the heavy 
machines can easily be placed in posi- 
tion during the build-up period without 
causing undue delay or congestion in 
the gangways or nearby streets. 

Within the limitations of the building, 
a further grouping of the heating section 
will be arranged where more flues and 
ventilating ducts are available, The con- 


tractors’ plant and equipment too has 
been planned to appear as a more homo- 
geneous section. The woodworking 
machinery section will be located in the 
Grand Hall extension as this provides the 
maximum access for heavy machinery. 

As the final details are still being in- 
corporated in the plan, bookings will not 
start until early in September. A certain 
priority will be given to those firms which 
have exhibited for a number of years pre- 
viously, and a list has been opened for 
new prospective exhibitors.

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A Lively Building Brains Trust 


LMBA Central Area No. 1 Annual Event 


THIS YEAR’S BRAINS TRUST, organised by 
LMBA Central Area No. 1 and held at 
Derry & Tom’s restaurant on June 8, 
proved to be well up to the high standard 
that has come to be expected of this 
event, the questions submitted provoking 
some lively and stimulating answers on 
problems currently affecting the building 
industry. The Brains Trust was preceded 
by a luncheon presided over by Mr. F. 
Parker, the Area chairman. 

Once again the Question Master was 
Mr. Ian M. Leslie, OBE (Editor, ‘ The 
Builder’), other members of the Brains 
Trust being: Mr. A. R. F. Anderson, 
FRIBA, architect (past chairman, RIBA 
Practice Committee); Mr. Cyril Sweett, 
FRICS, quantity surveyor (member, RICS 
Cost Research Committee); Mr. George 
Harris (builders’ merchant); Mr. E. L. 
Jones, MBE (secretary, London Region. 
NFBTO); and Mr. Kenneth Pearce, FIOB 
(immediate past-president, LMBA). 
Following are some of the questions and 
extracts from replies: 


Prices and Profit Margins 


Question: Could the team say why the 
building prices are so keen when there is 
so much building work going on? 

Answer: MR. PEARCE Said that a builder 
always thought that prices were keen if 
he did not get the job! But seriously, he 
thought that a large number of jobs were 
secured owing to mistakes in tendering; 
this arose from builders’ staffs not always 
being as well qualified and competent as 
they should be. MR. HARRIS said the 
trouble was that there were too many 
builders chasing aftér the same job. Mr. 
SWEETT Said that, theoretically, over the 
last three years tender prices should have 
gone up by 8 per cent, but they had in 
fact stood still. It was unhealthy for the 
industry if firms’ profits were so small 
that they could not undertake all the 
things that they should, such as education 
and training. 

Question: A great amount of time and 
money is spent on the training of crafts- 
men and foremen. In view of the chaotic 
estimating during the past year, do the 
team consider that a lot more importance 
should be attached to the training of 
building estimators? 

Answer: MR. PEARCE said that it would 
be unwise to train one section more than 
another. All should be trained as well 
as possible. He saw a very definite swing 
towards better training, particularly 
among members of the Association. mr. 
SWEETT did not think that in the building 
industry sufficient attention was paid to 
feeding information on costs, and so on, 
to the estimators, who in turn did not 
pass back as much useful information to 
other departments as they should. Plan- 
ning and programming were coming 
things, and should be done on a more 
scientific basis than was usually the case 
at present. MR. JONES believed in sound 
training not only for craftsmen but in all 
trades. He commented that if prices were 


too keen operatives’ amenities went by 
the board. 

Question: High cost of sites and high 
rental values make the time for com- 
pletion of any contract of vital import- 
ance. The building owner naturally 
wishes to take advantage of those 
builders who have an_ organisation 
specially tuned for rapid completion. The 
matter can be dealt with by accepting the 
most advantageous tender which will 
probably not be the lowest. Is this fair 
to those tendering and if not what pro- 
cedure should be followed? 

Answer: MR. SWEETT Said that if the 
building owner was interested in quick 
completion it was quite reasonable for 
him to go to the contractor who looked 
like producing quick results, but he 
would probably have to pay a little more 
for the job. He thought that the industry 
would adapt itself to these conditions in 
time, as a firm that lost one contract on 
time would take good care not to repeat 
the mistake. 

MR. ANDERSON thought that this was 
something that ought to be taken up 
seriously by the industry’s joint commit- 
tees. There were inevitable variations in 
the course of a job, and changing factors 
did affect time and money. There was 
no cut and dried solution. MR. JONES 
said there was as much cut throat com- 
petition in time as in prices, and this was 
responsible for many of the inducements 
made to the operatives, which increased 
the chaotic state of the building industry. 
It was time that the industry stood 
together and stood up to the building 
owner on realistic times for a job. MR. 
PEARCE said that the answer had already 
been given in the Code of Selective 
Tendering Procedure, published last year. 

Question: Should builders’ merchants 
be encouraged to set an example of good 
modern building to the public ? 

Answer: The team thought that they 
should. MR. PEARCE added that Building 
Industry Distributors were going into the 
whole question of materials handling. 


The 40-Hour Week 


Question: What is the Brains Trust's 
opinion on the granting of a 40-hour week 
in the building industry without loss in 
pay ?—and can the country and the in- 
dustry afford the increased costs which 
would thus be involved ? 

Answer: MR. SWEETT said that the 
building owner could certainly afford to 
pay more for his buildings, but under 
present conditions contractors probably 
could not. It was significant that there 
were not enough people coming into the 
industry, which was one reason why it 
was not expanding as it should be. Mr. 
PEARCE said that eventually there would 
be a 40-hour week, which was desirable 
from every point of view. However, he 
thought that the shorter week should be 
introduced subject to two provisos: that 
its introduction must not be only for 
the purpose of providing more overtime 


at higher rates and that it should not be 
introduced to give the operatives more 
time to do weekend work. 

MR. JONES agreed with Mr. Pearce’s 
observations. He thought that the coun- 
try could afford the shorter week, and 
that the building industry should not be 
among the backward industries in regard 
to pay and working hours. 


Tendering and Wage Rates 


Question: In view of the increase in 
wages given to the operatives on April 18 
last—and now Press reports that further 
demands are to be made—how does the 
Brains Trust consider it possible for 
employers to tender intelligently for 
work that will probably last two years 
or more, on a firm price basis? 

Answer: MR. HARRIS said that this was 
one of the mysteries of the building in- 
dustry! MR. ANDERSON said that taking 
the risk of profit or loss was part of the 
function of the contractor. MR. JONES 
said that intelligent anticipation was the 
answer. MR. PEARCE pointed out that no 
further increase in wages—apart from 
a cost-of-living rise—could take place 
until March or April next year, under 
the industry’s negotiating machinery. 
Therefore they had only to estimate for 
one year on a two-year contract. 

Question: Anyone attending a site 
meeting cannot fail to notice that the 
builder usually turns up in a Jaguar and 
the architect in something out of the 
Chelsea open air car mart. Can the team 
suggest why this should be so? 

Answer: MR. SWEETT Said that accord- 
ing to ‘Acanthus’ the architect’s assis- 
tant turned up in a Rolls-Royce! Mr. 
JONES thought that builders used Bent- 
leys rather than Jaguars. 

Question: The National Federation 
President recently stated: ‘It is doubt- 
ful whether any other industry provides 
such interest-free credit facilities as the 
building industry does under its method 
of working.’ He was referring particu- 
larly to overdue retentions and final 
account settlements. Does the Brains 
Trust consider that the time has arrived 
when a reasonable rate of interest should 
be charged on such outstanding items ? 

Answer: MR. PEARCE Said that reten- 
tion moneys ought to be reduced. High 
retentions and lengthy defects periods 
were something that the building industry 
as a whole had to fight. He thought that 
the underlying cause was to be found in 
faulty supervision by both the architect 
and the builder. The matter was to be 
taken up by the Joint Consultative Com- 
mittee in the near future. 

MR. HARRIS thought that anything that 
could be done to reduce retention time 
was highly desirable. Lengthy retentions 
started a chain of events which went 
quite a long way to increasing costs. MR. 
SWEETT said this was something that 
needed to be looked at intelligently. He 
thought that with established contractors 
very little retention money was required 
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at all. MR. ANDERSON felt that if contrac- 
tors were really anxious to get the money 
at the end of a job they would do some- 
thing about settling final accounts. 

Question: Does the team consider that 
the Code of Procedure for Selective Ten- 

. dering has made much impact ? 

Answer: MR. SWEETT thought that the 
response of contractors had not been as 
good as it should, but he pointed out that 
active measures were being taken to get 
the Code more widely known. MR. PEARCE 
said it was something that could only 
gain momentum slowly. 


Bonus Payments 


Question: What is the Brains Trust’s 
opinion as to the advisability of consider- 
ably raising the rates paid to building 
trades so as to replace the system of 
bonus paid by results ? 

Answer: MR. JONES said he would like 
to see the industry get rid of bonus and 
pay realistic wage rates instead. This 
might attract a better type of person into 
the industry. MR. ANDERSON would like 
to see the chap who did a good job get 
something for it above that received by 
the indifferent worker. MR. PEARCE said 
the question brought up the matter of 
grading. Provided a bonus scheme was 
a bona fide scheme and not just a means 
of attracting labour, he thought that there 
was quite a lot to be said for it. 

Question: Should not the contractor 
have a voice in the naming of nominated 
sub-contractors ? 


Answer: MR. SWEETT thought that 
ideally there should not be any sub- 
contractors. If the main contractor did 
all the work he believed that building 
would be executed more quickly and 
more efficiently. If this were the case, 
however, jobs would have to be much 
more carefully documented. MR. ANDER- 
SON said that nominated sub-contractors 
were a potential source of trouble. He 
remarked that the architect found that 
even the more simple things such as 
plumbing, joinery and plastering were 
usually sub-let. He thought that the 
main contractor should control the sub- 
contractors properly. 

MR. PEARCE Said that there was a ten- 
dency to reduce the number of nomi- 
nated sub-contractors, which was a good 
thing. The main contractor should have 
more control. Sub-contractors had been 
out on a limb for too long, and he thought 
that they would see a move by the LMBA 
to bring them into closer consultation. 
The contractor, he declared, should have 
a say in the choice of the sub-contractor. 


Question: Members of the team will 
realise that the present shortage of bricks 
has placed contractors who are bound by 
firm price contracts in a position of con- 
siderable difficulty. The team are re- 
quested to indicate their views as to 
whether fair and equitable treatment 
should be accorded to the contractors in 
such cases. 

Answer: MR. ANDERSON said that the 
RIBA Form of Contract provided all 


Planning Delay on Development Scheme 


Hampshire CC ; ‘ Failure to Issue Decision’ 


AT A PLANNING INQUIRY at Fareham, Hants, 
Commercial and General Investments Ltd. 
appealed against the failure of Hampshire 
County Council to issue a decision 
within the statutory period regarding the 
building of a shop, with storage and staff 
rooms above, on a site at 31 West-street, 
Fareham. 


MR. OWEN LUDER, ARIBA, architect for 
the company, said an application for the 
redevelopment of the site for two shops 
was submitted to the planning authority. 
An outline plan, which accompanied the 
application, was returned stamped 
‘approved,’ together with a letter stating 
that the application for conversion had 
been granted. 


On this, said Mr. Luder, the company 
bought the site and submitted a plan for 
a ‘ supermarket,’ which complied with the 
suggestions made by the planning 
authority concerning the original applica- 
tion. The planning authority then 
deferred its decision pending negotiations 
with the company for the addition of a 
third storey. This would have involved 
the company in a great deal of extra 
expense, and they did not agree. They 
offered, however, to put up a false front 
to make an imitation third storey. 


Mr. Luder agreed with mr. B. w. 
RANDS, representing the planning 
authority, that on the application form 
there was no mention of redevelopment 
but, he said, the plan and the letter 


which accompanied the _ application 
clearly showed that redevelopment was 
to take place. 

MR. G. A. GOULTY, the area planning 
officer, pointed out that the granting of 
planning permission for the original 
application was subject to the detailed 
plans being approved by the planning 
authority, and this was stated in the reply. 
The planning authority’s intention was to 
co-ordinate planning for the block of 
buildings which included the appeal site. 
The property on the site had been 
demolished while negotiations were in 
progress. 

The false parapet, said Mr. Goulty, was 
a brave attempt to meet the planning 
authority’s requirements, but it was 
‘architecturally dishonest.’ From the 
central development area to be built at 
the rear of the site, the false front would 
be noticeable. 

Mr. Goulty, replying to Mr. D. J. Free- 
man, representing the company, said he 
did not object to a two-storey building 
so long as it was in harmony with the 
existing buildings on either side. Speak- 
ing personally, and no. as a member of 
the planning authority, said Mr. Goulty. 
he thought the planning authority had 
made a mistake in granting the applica- 
tion. 

MR. FREEMAN asked for costs to be 
awarded against the planning authority. 
The Minister’s decision will be 
announced in due course. 
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reasonable safeguards so that not much 
could happen to the contractor under 
these circumstances. MR. SWEETT thought 
that probably the central Government was 
to blame for the shortage on account of 
its action in trying to turn the building 
industry on and off like a tap. The indus- 
try was also partly to blame for as soon 
as there was any shortage everyone 
started to buy up bricks. 


Civil Engineering 
Upsurge in Industrial Activity 


THE RECENT upsurge in industrial con- 
struction has come not a moment too 
soon because in the past three years work 
has been falling at the rate of £60m. a 
year. This is one of the facts shown in 
the new edition of ‘ Statistics on Con- 
struction’ published on June 13 by the 
Federation of Civil Engineering Con- 
tractors. 

A spokesman for the Federation has 
stated that the falling amount of indus- 
trial construction work, coupled with a 
big drop (£56m. in two years) in the 
order load for public works, mainly 
accounted for the surplus capacity in the 
civil engineering industry and the con- 
sequent highly competitive conditions. 
Prospects were now brighter, although 
there was disappointment at the slow 
way in which the road programme was 
materialising. Only half the industry's 
road-making capacity was employed. 

The statistics booklet shows that con- 
struction costs fell two points last year. 
Costs now stand at 13 per cent above 
1954, despite a 27 per cent increase in 
wage rates over that period. Total con- 
struction output rose by 6 per cent in 
1959 to a record £2,394m., although the 
labour force increased by only 1 per cent. 


‘Suicidal’ Building 
Tenders 

National President’s Warning 
MR. D. E. WOODBINE PARISH,  FIOB, 
National President, speaking at the half- 
yearly general meeting of the South- 
Western Federation of Building Trades 
Employers at Bristol, on June 15, said: 
‘During last year, when the building 
industry was suffering the harsh effects 
of the credit restrictions, competition for 
the limited amount of work available 
became so cut-throat that profit margins 
virtually disappeared. 

‘It is paradoxical that despite the in- 
creased volume of new work currently 
coming forward, there are building firms 
still submitting tender prices which can 
only be described as suicidal. Many offers 
being made today are manifestly so low 
that it must be impossible for the firms 
concerned to carry out a satisfactory job 
for the client without sustaining a 
financial loss. 

‘Let it be recognised,’ Mr. Parish 
added, ‘that no industry or undertaking 
can prosper unless it is able to afford the 
community an_ increasingly efficient 
service, provide those who work in it 
with good conditions of employment and, 
at the same time, secure adequate profit 
margins to reinvest in developing and 
exploiting current potential resources.’

New Biock to be Built at Crawley 


THE Building and Civil Engineering Holi- 
days Scheme Management Limited is to 
erect a new £700,000 office block on a 
34-acre site in the New Town of Crawley. 
The site is situated to the east of the A23 
London-Brighton road at the junction 
with Manor Royal. 

The company was formed in 1942 to 
manage a scheme for the granting of 
holidays with pay in the building and 
civil engineering industries. The scheme 
started with a ls. 6d. weekly stamp in 
1943 for one week's holiday, and the 
value of this stamp has now risen to 8s. 
for two weeks’ holiday. A similar scheme 
for the payment for public holidays runs 
side-by-side with the annual scheme, with 
a stamp valued 4s. 

The Management Company at present 
has offices in Fulham, but these are now 
inadequate. The number of workers 
engaged in these industries is nearly 14m., 
and the total value of the stamps pur- 
chased and reimbursed each year is 
approximately £20m. The administration, 
carried on by a staff of about 300, is 
highly mechanised for the purpose of 
dealing promptly with both the issue of 
stamps throughout the year and the pay- 
ments in respect of annual and public 
holidays on at least five occasions during 
the year, involving the handling of some 
6m. cards. 

The board of management consists of 
representatives from the unions and the 
employers’ federations of the two indus- 
tries who meet under an independent 
chairman, Sir Frederick W. Leggett, KBE, 
CB. The unions are represented by Sir 
Richard Coppock, CBE, Mr. J. H. Mills, 
and Mr. H. J. O. Weaver for the build- 
ing industry and Mr. W. J. Tudor, 
Mr. J. Armstrong, OBE, and Mr. H. E. 
Matthews, OBE, for the civil engineering 
industry. For the employers are Mr. F. 
Leslie Wallis, OBE, JP, Mr. G. W. C. 
Buchanan, CBE, and Mr. P. E. Trench, 
OBE, TD, representing the builders and 
Mr. R. Kean, CBE, MA, LIB, Mr. E. C. 
Beck, MA, and Mr. M. A. Perrot, BSc, 
representing the civil engineers. Mr. J. W. 
Train, MBE, TD, represents the indus- 
tries in Scotland. 

The building has been designed with 
the ground floor housing the mechanised 
accounting, despatch, post and stamp 
sales departments. The roof of the 
ground floor is on a monitor pattern, giv- 
ing the maximum of uninterrupted floor 
space. To the south of this block and 
isolated from the main circulation, the 
maintenance and service departments 
have been placed in the long single-storey 
building together with the archive storage. 
The main six-storey administration block 
is designed on a 4 ft. module, with toilet 
and locker accommodation on each floor. 
Maximum flexibility of office space is thus 
achieved, the construction being on a 
flat slab beamless principle. 

The top floor is devoted to the execu- 
tive offices, including the board room, 
which is horseshoe-shaped with a con- 
crete shell roof. There is a basement 


directly under the main block, housing 
the essential service plant and storage 
space. The welfare building, garage and 
cycle sheds have been grouped round 
existing trees to provide a central staff 
amenity area. 


The buildings are to be of reinforced 
concrete construction, faced with 2 in. 
dark brown and golden handmade facing 
bricks, with slate, stone and granite 
dressings. Aluminium frame windows, re- 
versible for internal cleaning, have been 
standardised throughout the administra- 
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tion block. A decorative tiling and glass 
mosaic will be used to face the ground 
floor panels externally. The heating is by 
means of oil-fired low pressure hot water 
ceiling panels, combined with plenum 
and extract ventilation. 

The tender for £727,234, submitted by 
Messrs. Humphreys Ltd., of Knights- 
bridge, has been accepted. The archi- 
tects for the scheme are Messrs. Eric 
Firmin & Partners, F/FRIBA; the con- 
sulting engineers are Messrs. Bylander, 
Waddell & Partners; and the quantity 
surveyors are Messrs. George Corderoy 
& Co. 

Work is to start immediately, and the 
company will be in occupation in the 
autumn of 1961.

The Crisis of Land Starvation 


THE ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING of the 
Federation of Master Builders was held at 
the Connaught Rooms on June 13. At the 
luncheon which preceded the meeting 
LORD BALFOUR OF INCHRYE had some 
strong words to say about the roads 
problem and the building industry's 
tremendous responsibility to provide 
adequate accommodation for an increas- 
ing population in a country where land 
was at a premium. ‘Sooner or later,’ he 
said, ‘ there will have to be a showdown 
against restrictive administration by 
central and local government.’ 

Lord Balfour, who is an expert on civil 
aviation, a past Under-Secretary of State 
for Air, and a present part-time member 
of the Board of British European Airways, 
spoke of certain similarities between the 
building industry and civil aviation. 
* Many people fly,’ he continued, ‘ because 
the roads are congested and slow, but 
the plight of the building industry is far 
worse. Many people must live in high 
buildings because there is no room for 
them to live on the ground. Already 


little clutching fingers penetrate London’s 
Green Belt and scheduled open spaces... 
the needs of an increasing population 
must be met by a land-starved com- 
munity.’ 

The speaker suggested that as a 
Minister Mr. Brooke must move imagin- 
atively in sweeping away great hunks of 
present governmental and local govern- 
ment restrictions on high building. 
*“ The sky’s the limit ” must in the long 
run, be the slogan for the building 
industry.’ 

MR. T. RILEY, president of the North- 
West Region, who proposed the vote of 
thanks to Lord Balfour, referred to the 
guest speaker’s remarks on the plight of 
the industry and its heavy responsibili- 
ties. ‘Increasing costs,’ he said, ‘and 
constantly recurring shortages of key 
materials are difficulties which the 
builder has constantly to face. At the 
present time in north-west England there 
is a serious shortage of cement. Over- 
coming these difficulties would go some 
way towards providing the public need.’

Road Traffic and Roads 
Improvement Bill 


THE Road Traffic and Roads Improve- 
ment Bill completed its passage through 
the House of Commons on June 1. 
Among the amendments made was one 
moved by the Minister of Transport, mR. 
ERNEST MARPLES, which will give a local 
authority power to use as a temporary 
off-street car park any land owned by 
them or under their control. He 
instanced the position where a local 
authority might clear a slum site but not 
feel that the moment was opportune to 
go ahead with rebuilding. The amend- 
ment provided that’ the authority could 
use the slum site as a car park and carry 
out some remedial measures to level it. 
The amendment was accepted. 

In the debate on the third reading, Mr. 
Marples said there was not the slightest 
doubt that this was only the beginning in 
their efforts to get to grips with the traffic 
problem. He agreed that they had started 
on the traffic problem late but now that 
he had been in office for some months he 
was not certain that that would ulti- 
mately prove to be a _ disadvantage 
because he thought they would learn 
from the mistakes of others not only in 
regard to the technique of road building 
but in deciding what they wanted the 
roads to do, where they should go and 
how they should be deployed. 

He declared: ‘I am becoming more 
and more convinced that merely to build 
roads in a senseless fashion will not solve 
the problem; it will be solved only when 
we relate the building of roads and the 
activities of the city to the traffic. That 
is why we have made a magnificent catch 
for our long-term study group, which is 
going into the problem to see how we 
should build cities and what we should 
expect from them. One of the first things 
to decide is how we shall live in our 
cities. It is a fascinating problem.’ 

He said that experiments would have 
to be studied but he could assure them 
that in this island with 50m. people in it 
and a shortage of space it would be im- 
possible to adopt some of the American 
customs. 


The Cost of Motorways 


TRANSPORT questions occupied most of 
question time on June 1 and during them 
MR. GRIMOND asked the Minister to state 
the present cost per mile for the con- 
struction of dual carriageway four-track 
roads and any estimated costs of flyovers. 

MR. ERNEST MARPLES said: ‘It is not 
possible to give a standard rate per mile 
since the cost varies so widely according 
to the nature of the terrain, the number 
of rivers, railways and roads to be crossed 
and the extent to which crossings on the 
level were eliminated. Recent contracts 
have varied between £250,000 and 
£400,000 a mile. Similarly while a simple 
flyover in the open country might cost 
£150,000, one in an urban area might 
cost almost ten times as much.’ 


MR. GRIMOND commented that the British 
way of life seemed to be tied to the idea 
of the roundabout. What was holding 
up the provision of proper cross-overs 
on dual carriageways? MR. MARPLES ex- 
plained that he was unable to give the 
estimated cost; one could never do that 
with civil engineering costs. The round- 
about was an old method of construction 
but underpasses were being constructed. 
Where traffic was light, roundabuots were 
suitable and where the traffic was not 
suitable for roundabouts they would have 
flyovers and underpasses. 


Tyne Tunnel Bill 


MR. JOHN HAY, the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, said it was estimated that the Tyne 
tunnel and its approach roads would cost 
£12.6m. About 500 men might be em- 
ployed on the tunnel and 300 on the 
approach works at the peak. No con- 
tracts had yet been let as the project still 
required the authority of Parliament. The 
necessary Bill should receive the Royal 
Asset in July, in which case work would 
start in late autumn and would take 
about six years to complete. 


The Caravan Bill 


THE Caravan Sites and Control of 
Development Bill completed its passage 
in the House of Commons on June 2 
when SIR KEITH JOSEPH, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, summarised the main 
changes made in the measure. 

He said the Government believed the 
list of exemptions touched only what 
might be described as the margin of the 
caravan problem and that they would in 
no way prejudice effective control over 
the residential and holiday caravan sites. 
A further provision had been introduced 
to ensure proper collaboration between 
local planning authorities and_ the 
licensing authorities on the issue of plan- 
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ning permission. and licences for caravan 
sites. 

They had also added a provision to 
clarify the circumstances in which exist- 
ing caravan sites might be run down by 
means of licence conditions, thus safe- 
guarding the position of sites already 
operating with planning permission or 
established use rights. ‘For the site 
operators who observe proper planning 
requirements and who are able and will- 
ing to maintain and equip their sites to 
a good standard, as is true in the great 
majority of cases, the Bill offers a new 
deal and long-term security,’ he said. 

Local planning authorities and local 
authorities would have effective powers 
to control the location of caravan sites 
and conditions on the sites. There would 
be less need for authorities in the future 
to adopt a defensive attitude to caravans 
as they had sometimes done in the past. 


Other Business 
Payment of Wages Bill 


The Payment of Wages Bill received 
the Royal Assent in the House of Lords 
on June 2. 


Points from Replies 


“More good hotels are desirable in 
Scotland and in this country as a whole. 
But a case has not been made out for 
giving assistance from public funds.’ 
(Chancellor of the Exchequer, May 24.) 

‘It is not proposed to extend the Lon- 
don-Yorkshire motorway beyond the 
Doncaster by-pass. North of _ this, 
traffic will be catered for by improvements 
on the existing A.l trunk road and by a 
motorway by-pass of Darlington and Dur- 
ham.’ (Minister of Transport May 235.) 

* The major viaducts and rail bridges on 
the Birmingham to Preston motorway 
should be completed in the spring of 
1962. Tenders have already been invited 
for the roadworks on the Lancashire sec- 
tion, the Stafford by-pass, and a small 
part of the Cheshire section. Further pro- 
gress will depend on the funds available.’ 
(Minister of Transport, May 25.) 


Increasing Land Values and Housing 


Warning of Inferior Construction Standards 


A WARNING of a tendency towards inferior 
construction in new freehold houses as 
builders endeavour to maintain prevail- 
ing prices in the face of rising land values 
was given by MR. DOUGLAS W. GILBERT, 
FALPA, when he spoke on ‘ The Trend in 
Land Values’ at the Provincial Confer- 
ence of the Incorporated Society of 
Auctioneers and _ Landed Property 
Agents, held at Bournemouth on May 27. 

Mr. Gilbert said that in fact. whether 
or not it was admitted, we were now 
entering upon an era of land famine. The 
somewhat alarming prospect which now 
faces many estate agents who deal with 
sales of new residential properties is the 
knowledge that, in many districts, to all 
intent and purposes, little or no more 
land remains available for development 


for which planning permission is obtain- 
able. The advent of this situation has 
now given rise to a fantastic “ premium ” 
appreciation in land values that has 
doubled and trebled over a few years and 
may well yet quadruple.’ 

Mr. Gilbert went on to say that in the 
case of new freehold houses the costs 
had risen, or otherwise ground rents of 
leaseholds had risen, by reason of the 
increased cost of the land. ‘This can 
sometimes cause a tendency towards 
inferior construction or smaller plans as 
the builder endeavours to maintain pre- 
vailing prices. Valuers and surveyors to 
the building societies must be vigilant in 
their responsibilities in arriving at a true 
value and a standard which may be 
expected to stand the test of time.’

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Suspension Roofs Development 


Economies Claimed for Swedish Method 


AN INTERESTING development in the con 
struction field, the Jawerth system of 
building suspension roofs over prestressed 
steel cables, is reported from Stockholm 
by the Swedish-International Press 
Bureau. According to the inventor, the 
system can be utilised for any width of 
span, but has proved to be particularly 
economical for spans of over 200 ft. It 
has rapidly come to be recognised as a 
practical solution for covering large 
sports arenas, hangars, and so on. 

The system has been invented by 
David Jawerth, head of the Jawerth con- 
sulting engineering firm, Stockholm 


Johanneshov, and it earned him a gold 
medal at the 1959 International Inventors’ 
Fair in Brussels. It was developed as a 
result of a commission for designing a 
sports hall for the City of Varnamo, south 
Sweden, in 1955. Though this building 
was not erected until 1958-59, the system 
rapidly attracted such attention that the 
inventor by now has obtained well over 
100 contracts for roof constructions in 
various parts of the world, with West 
Germany as the largest customer. 

The Jawerth system is in principle a 
new adaptation of the suspension bridge 
method. It is based on pairs of cables

Injury in the Erection of a Building 
Court of Appeal's Interpretation of ‘Hand Rail’

4 CASE Of interest to builders has recently 
been decided by the Court of Appeal and 
is reported as Corn v. Weir’s Glass 
(Henley) Ltd. (L. Bates Ltd. Third Party). 

The facts of the case were briefly as 
follows. A glazier suffered injuries as 
a result of a fall from stairs and claimed 
damages for negligence or breach of 
statutory duties. This claim was not 
allowed on either count by Mr. Commis- 
sioner Marshall at Stafford Assizes and 
the plaintiff appealed. The Commissioner 
had decided that ‘the plaintiff was the 
main architect of his misfortunes.’ 

The scene of the accident was on the 
stairs of a building that was being erected. 
The stairs were 5 ft. 6 in. in width and 
were in two flights with a half landing 
in between. The upper flight was against 
the wall but the lower flight of 7 stairs 
was set at an angle to the wall and there- 
fore open at both sides—without any 
rail fitted. The plaintiff had descended 
from the upper flight to the landing and 
had started descending the lower flight 
when he lost his balance and fell. At the 
time he had no free hand as he was 
carrying a sheet of plate glass. 

The question that arose was whether 
there was any liability. If there was, the 


damages were assessed at £435 with the 
view of the Commissioner that there was 
two-thirds contributory negligence on the 
plaintiff's part. 

S.27(1) of the Building (Safety, Health 
and Welfare) Regulations 1948 provides 
that ‘ stairs shall be provided throughout 
their length with hand-rails or other effi- 
cient means to prevent the fall of per- 
sons except for the time and to the extent 
necessary for the access of persons or the 
movement of materials. If necessary to 
prevent danger to any person the hand- 
rails shall be continued beyond the ends 
of the stairs.’ In addition S.27(2) provides 
that ‘all gangways, runs and stairs from 
which a person is liable to fall a distance 
of more than 6 ft. 6 in. shall be provided 
with: (a) suitable guard-rails of ade- 
quate strength to a height of at least 3 ft. 
above the gangway run or stair.’ 

The Commissioner took the view that 
there had been no breach of this regula- 
tion because the regulation applied only 
to completed stairs and these were not 
completed. He also thought that in 
order to move materials it was necessary 
to dispense with the rail. 

Neither of these reasons was accepted 
by the Court of Appeal. They thought in- 
complete stairs required more protection 
in fact than completed stairs and did not 
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braced against each other by means of 
zig-zag-shaped struts. The upper wire 
takes up gravitational forces and pre- 
stress, the lower one wind stresses and 
prestress forces. The cables are 
anchored into the supporting structures 
or walls by means of special cramps. 


In the Varnamo sports hall, completed 
last year, a layer of trapeziform-corru- 
gated aluminium sheet is first placed on 
top of the cables, on to which is glued 
a layer of impregnated fibreboard 
covered with double layers of paperboard, 
the uppermost having an outer copper- 
foil surface. The inside ceiling consists 
f heat-insulating boards. 


Among Jawerth-roof buildings now 
under construction is a wire-making yard 
for the Lesjédfors Company, central 
Sweden. It has been calculated that the 
system will reduce total building costs by 
Kr. 65, or 20 per cent, per sq. m. of floor 
space in comparison with conventional 
building methods. One of the largest con- 
structions on order is that for a storage 
plant in New Jersey for British Ropes, 
Ltd., which is to cover 22,000 sq. ft. 


Plans have lately been worked out for 
using this type of roof for two Swedish 
ice stadia. The City of Stockholm expects 
to save £64,000 by utilising it for cover- 
ing the unroofed Johanneshov _ ice 
stadium, which is planned to be the main 
arena for the 1963 world ice-hockey 
championships. The area would be 
7,000 sq. m. and the largest span 335 ft. 
In Malm6 an ice stadium has been pro- 
jected with a total roof area of 6,000 sq. 
m. and a free span of nearly 300 ft. 


consider that the evidence showed that 
the stairs would afford difficulties to 
skilled men carrying such items of equip- 
ment as sheets of plate glass. They were 
of opinion that any rail to be effective 
must be at the sides rather than down the 
middle of the stairs. But while the Court 
of Appeal took the view that S.27(I) 
applied, they did not accept that the 
breach had occasioned the plaintiff's fall 
and injury. The injury had occurred on 
the lower staircase where a guard rail 
within Regulation 27(2) was not required 
because the height above floor level was 
less than 6 ft. 6 in. 


The Court of Appeal in this case de- 
cided that a hand-rail was merely a rail 
to grip and not a rail that was intended 
to prevent a fall. In this connection the 
type of hand-rail in Reg.27(I) could be 
contrasted with the type required in 
S.25(2) of the Factories Act 1937 and 
Regulation (2) of the Shipbuilding Regu- 
lations 1931. §S.25(2) of the Factories 
Act 1937 which related to staircases in 
completed buildings in use as factories re- 
quired the provision and maintenance of 
‘substantial hand rails,’ while the ship- 
building regulations require ‘strongly 
constructed upper and lower hand rails.’ 

As a result of their interpretation of the 
term hand-rail in Regulation 27(I) the 
Court of Apveal decided that the plaintiff 
had failed to show that his injury was a 
consequence of a breach of Regulation 
27(1) and dismissed the appeal. 
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Overspill from London and Provincial Cities 


Progress Reviewed in the Ministry's Annual Report 


AN ACCOUNT of the overspill problems and 
the achievements and difficulties of some 
of the expanding towns is given in the 
Report of the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government for 1959 (Cmnd 
1027, HMSO, price 10s. 6d.). The Report 
has been presented to Parliament and 
was published on June 2. London over- 
spill problems are covered in a summary 
of the activities in the Home Counties. At 
Aylesbury, for example, the amenities of 
the town, its schools and shopping centre 
have been shown to employees of a Lon- 
don firm; they are now enthusiastic about 
a proposed move. 

At Haverhill the completion of more 
houses is now being accelerated to keep 
in step with the factory expansion. At 
Thetford the council gave much thought 
to devising a quick procedure to enable 
prompt decisions to be given to firms 
showing interest in the town. They re- 
allocated responsibilities among their 
committees and increased the executive 
powers of the committee dealing mainly 
with town development. 

Bletchley, the pioneers of town develop- 
ment, were engaged during 1959 on the 
preparation of plans and estimates for the 
completion of their town development 
scheme which would bring the total popu- 
lation up to nearly 24,000. At Swindon 
proposals are being prepared for the cen- 
tral area where the needs for redevelop- 
ment have been precipitated by a rapid 
increase in population. 

Negotiations were completed between 
the Ashford UDC and the LCC for a 
scheme of town development and an 
agreement was signed which provided for 
the building of about 4,250 houses by the 
district council. Details of the proposals 
are being worked out and a town map for 
Ashford is expected to be submitted to 
the Ministry during 1960. The LCC also 
reached agreement with the Basingstoke 
BC on a proposal to move about 12,000 
Londoners to the area. 


Overspill from Provincial Cities 

By the end of 1959 various authorities 
which had agreed to take overspill from 
Birmingham had built 888 houses for this 
purpose. The figure for those taking over- 
spill from Wolverhampton was 3,148. The 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment informed Daventry BC that he 
would be prepared to regard the expan- 
sion of Daventry as a substantial town 
development scheme, attracting grant for 
the provision of services, when he was 
satisfied that the council intended to pro- 
vide 500 houses for the reception of over- 
spill from Birmingham. By the end of 
the year the council had built about 130 
of these houses. 

The Report for 1958 mentioned sites 
outside the city boundaries on which 
either Manchester or the district coun- 
cils were building houses for Manchester 
overspill. The Langley Estate at Middle- 
ton was completed in 1959, providing 
some 4,628 dwellings. In Hazel Grove 
and Bramhall urban district, Knutsford 
urban district and Bucklow rural district 


some 960 of the 1,900 houses to be pro- 
vided had been built. Site preparation, 
including drainage, was well under way 
for 6,650 dwellings in the boroughs of 
Hyde and Heywood and in the urban dis- 
tricts of Longdendale and Wilmslow. 


Further afield, an agreement was 
reached between Winsford UDC and Man- 
chester, whereby Winsford would provide 
4,300 dwellings, with land for industry 
and enough employment for the in- 
creased population. A new town centre 
was also proposed. Macclesfield BC were 
to build 1,250 houses for Manchester 
overspill, in addition to those already 
provided under previous arrangements. 

Negotiations began for a major expan- 
sion of Westhoughton in the urban dis- 
tricts of Westhoughton and Hindley to 
take about 14,000 families. At Worsley, 
of the 4,505 dwellings proposed, some 
2,676 were finished and a further 246 
were under construction. 


During 1959 the Liverpool City Council 
built some 1,528 dwellings at Kirkby 
making a total of 10,000 out of the 12,500 
proposed for Liverpool people. A formal 
agreement was entered into with Elles- 
mere Port BC for the reception of some 
5,500 families from Liverpool. By the end 
of the year, about 120 dwellings had been 
provided under the scheme. 


The Blitzed Cities 


The 1959 report is the first since that 
of 1955 to review the reconstruction in 
the centres of blitzed cities. The empha- 
sis is still largely on shops and offices but 
municipal and other public buildings are 
now beginning to appear. In London 137 
acres of the City were blitzed; since the 
end of the war 87 acres have been rede- 
veloped. The remaining war-damage 
land is mainly around St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral, where redevelopment is expected to 
begin soon, and the Tower of London 
area, for which redevelopment proposals 
have recently been completed. In the 
rest of the County of London, about 1,840 
acres were marked out for comprehensive 
redevelopment. Roughly a third of this 
area has now been reconstructed. 


The House Purchase and Housing Act, 
which came into force in June, provided 
for the making of Exchequer loans to 
building societies to assist the purchase 
of pre-1919 houses for owner-occupation 
—for which it was formerly difficult to 
obtain mortgages. By the end of the 
year, loans made by the Exchequer under 
this arrangement totalled £15,324,000. It 
gave local authorities power to advance 
the full value of the property, and 
removed a restriction preventing them 
from making advances for houses worth 
more than £5,000. 


The total number of houses completed 
in England and Wales since the war 
passed the 3m. mark during the year. 
The total for 1959 was 249,000—about 
8,000 more than 1958. The number of 
houses built privately was 146,000, com- 
pared with 124,000 in 1958, well over one 


half of the year’s total completions. By 
the end of the year the total of post-war 
privately built houses exceeded lm. Local 
authority and other public housing pro- 
grammes were affected by the counter- 
inflationary measures taken in the latter 
part of 1957, and their completions 
declined from 117,000 in 1958 to under 
103,000. 

Local authorities devoted more of their 
resources to building small dwellings 
for old people. About 22,000 one-bed- 
room dwellings were completed, repre- 
senting just under one-fifth of all local 
authority building. There was an increas- 
ing interest in groups of flatlets with some 
shared facilities following the publica- 
tion in 1958 of the Ministry booklet 
‘Flatlets for Old People.’ 


During 1959 the proportion of flats to 
houses increased to 40.6 per cent of all 
local authority built dwellings compared 
with 36 per cent in 1958. Statistics 
suggest that this proportion is likely to 
go on increasing. The proportion of flats 
built in blocks of ten storeys or more 
rose from 14.4 per cent to 18.6 per cent. 

Exchequer contributions towards new 
permanent dwellings amounted to more 
than £57m. and local authority contribu- 
tions are estimated at some £l6m.—a 
total subsidy of £73m. 


The New Towns Act, 1959, increased 
from £300m. to £400m. the total amount 
authorised for the building of new towns 
in Great Britain and widened the 
powers of development corporations to 
give financial assistance. 


In the London new towns 5,536 houses 
were completed, including 418 built by 
private builders on leased land. This was 
nearly 600 fewer than in 1958. In the 
provincial new towns 1,215 houses were 
completed, including 93 built by private 
enterprise. This compares with 1,735 in 
1958—a fall of over 500 which was shared 
almost equally by all four towns. At the 
end of the year, 7,943 houses were under 
construction in the London new towns 
(compared with 5,747 at the end of 1958); 
in the provincial new towns, 1,788 houses 
were under construction at the end of 
the year (nearly 600 more than at the 
end of 1958). 


Housing in Wales 

A total of 10,786 houses was completed 
—406 more than in 1958. Of these, 5,818 
were built by public authorities (388 
fewer than 1958) and 4,968 by private 
enterprise (794 more than in 1958). More 
one-bedroom dwellings for old people 
were built by local authorities; the pro- 
portion of them was 16.3 per cent. 


Considerable progress was made 
towards completing the approval of the 
initial county and county borough 
development plans.

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Modern Developments in Sandlime Bricks 


Advantages of Predetermined Quality and Accurate Shape

SANDLIME or calcium silicate bricks, that 
is, bricks made of sand or similar aggre- 
gate bonded with calcium silicate, have 
been used in this country for about sixty 
years. Though a British invention (of 
1866), they were first developed com- 
mercially in Germany towards the end of 
the 19th century, and in several conti- 
nental countries the industry has become 
a very large one. 

On the Continent the sandlime brick is 
made mainly as a common brick, in fact 
in many areas it is the predominating type 
of brick, and technical progress in the 
industry there has been largely in the 
development of machinery for large-scale 
production with a high degree of automa- 
tion. In this country, on the other hand, 
the tendency in recent years has been 
more towards improvement of quality to 
exploit the inherent advantages of the 
material for use as a first-class facing brick 
and a brick of controlled high strength 
for special purposes. 

A mixture of sand, hydrated lime and 
water is pressed into shape, and the green 
bricks are then hardened by treatment 
with steam at a fairly high pressure (120- 
180 lb. per sq. in.) for a comparatively 
short time (usually 6 to 12 hours). Given 
a reasonably uniform source of suitable 
sand, the process can be accurately con- 
trolled at every stage, in particular with 
respect to the composition of the mixture, 
and to the time and temperature of 
hardening. 

Thus every batch of bricks can be made 
to a predetermined quality which can be 
varied as required within a certain range. 
Moreover, the low hardening temperature 
causes no distortion, so that bricks of 
accurate size with sharp clean surfaces 
and arrises are produced. 


Research and Development 


While the essential features of the pro- 
cess have changed little since sandlime 
bricks were first made, it is only in recent 
years that research and development work 
has on the one hand enabled quality to be 
improved through the application of the 
results of research into the fundamental 
nature of the material and the process, 
and, on the other hand, has allowed 
increased mechanisation of production. 

Present basic knowledge of sandlime 
bricks stems largely from work done by 
the Building Research Station in co- 
operation with the industry in the years 
1936-39, as well as by individual manufac- 
turers. Since 1955 co-operative research 
has been continued by the Chalk Lime 
and Allied Industries Research Associa- 
tion, which carries out research for the 
lime industry as well as for the sandlime 
brick industry. 

Before the war only a few sandlime 
bricks were made with a strength in 
excess of 3,000 Ib. per sq in. Today a 
large proportion are above this figure, and 


some firms make bricks of 4,000, 5,000, 


and even 6,000 Ib. per sq. in. Since the 
strength can be predetermined by suitable 
variation of the manufacturing process, 
these strengths can be guaranteed by the 
manufacturer, and it is interesting to note 
that the British Standard for Sandlime 
Bricks (BS 187:1955) specifies grades of 
strength (though the present standard 
only provides for grades with minima of 
3,000, 2,000 and 1,000 Ib. per sq. in.), 
which is a valuable feature. This makes 
sandlime bricks especially suitable for 
calculated loadbearing brickwork, founda- 
tions, and other special purposes, since 
the user knows exactly what strength to 
reckon with. 


Durability 


The durability of sandlime bricks is 
directly related to strength and for all 
suitable conditions of use, below or above 
ground, the present brick in the appro- 
priate grade is excellent.. There are a few

exceptional conditions where sandlime 
bricks are unsuitable, for instance, where 
directly exposed to sea Salt, calcium 
chloride, or acids. 

Calcium silicate bricks shrink slightly 
in drying. This phenomenon is familiar 
in concrete products, which shrink more 
than sandlime bricks. Care is therefore 
needed in specifying the right grade for 
the job, using the correct mortar, and 
designing to avoid the accumulation of 
excessive shrinkage stresses in long 
lengths of brickwork. The drying shrink- 


age of the better grades specified in the 
British Standard is less than 0.025 per 
cent, and most bricks now made comply 
with this limit. 

The natural colour of sandlime bricks 
is nearly white. Where maximum light 
reflection is important, this is a distinct 
advantage, and white sandlimes are a 
much less costly alternative to white 
glazed bricks, which have only slightly 
greater reflectivity. For normal facing 
work a coloured brick will often be pre- 
ferred, and a wide range of permanent 
colours can be produced by the addition 
of suitable pigments. Many attractive 
shades are produced which give the archi- 
tect considerable scope in the planned use 
of colour. 

Sandlime bricks are scarcely ever 
marred by efflorescence. They do not 
contain significant amounts of efflorescent 
salts, and any efflorescence due to externa. 
causes is not likely to be visible on white 

or pale coloured bricks. 
The exceptionally 
smooth and flat surface of 
a sandlime brick is one 
of its attractive features, 
but for some purposes a 
rough and broken texture 
may be preferred. Some 
firms are now making 
bricks with a_ textured 
surface which is given to 
the bricks immediately 
after pressing. More de- 
velopments along these 
lines may be expected. 


Calcium silicate bonded 
bricks are not all made 
with natural sand as the 
aggregate. Crushed flint, 
and crushed calcined flint 
are both being used to give 
high quality bricks of this 
class and research is in 
progress in the use of 
other types of aggregate. 


Research and co-opera- 
tion between manufac- 
turers is leading to 
closer control of quality 
and to improvement 
throughout the industry. 
The Research Association 
carries out the basic re- 
search on which the im- 
provement of quality 
largely rests, and from 
which future develop- 
ments are likely to grow; 
some manufacturers are also pursuing re- 
search in their laboratories. 

In addition, the Research Association 
provides a technical information service 
and advice both on manufacturing prob- 
lems and on the problems of users. 
There is close contact with the conti- 
nental industry and it may be that the 
two streams of development—the conti- 
nental development of large-scale produc- 
tion methods and the British development 
of quality—will soon be more closely 
integrated to the benefit of both. 
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Good Concreting Practice 
How to Achieve Results 


Good concrete practice is the foundation of good reinforced concrete con- 


struction. 


In the following article, Mr. D. A. Stewart, MBE, MInstCE, 


AMIEE, of the firm of Cowdell & Stewart, the consulting engineers, brings 
together in a short manual of practice the results of an extensive series of 
visits to sites and talks to the personnel concerned. 


GOOD PRACTICE IN CONCRETING, as in all 
other trades, depends for its success in 
taking pains to ensure that your materials 
are as carefully selected as possible in the 
particular circumstances and that when 
delivered they are properly looked after. 
It is then necessary to see that the correct 
weights or volumes of cement, sand and 
coarse aggregates are put into the mixer 
and, most important of all, that the water 
fed into the mixer by the driver is of the 
correct quantity. 
Positioning the Mixer 

The mixer site is a place which is 
almost bound to become wet and messy 
unless properly chosen and prepared. 
Even on small jobs the positioning of the 
mixer is worth quite a bit of considera- 
tion from the following points of view: 

1. The concrete has to be removed 
from the mixer to the various parts 
of the job and time, labour and fuel 
will be saved if the plant is well cen 
tralised. 

2. Aggregates and cement have to 
be delivered to the mixer. The 
movement of trucks delivering their 
material must be considered or delay 
may occur in the concrete output or 
damage may be done to your plant or 
stocks of other materials on site if 
the truck drivers have difficulty in 
backing up to discharge their loads. 

3. If the mixing plant is set up in 
a depression then it will be difficult to 
get rid of water arising from spillage 
from the mixer in concrete making or 
during cleaning down. In wet weather 
water will tend to drain towards the 
aggregates and mixer instead of away 
from it and hence your aggregates will 
become contaminated. the concrete 
quality will suffer and material will 
be wasted. 

Therefore, choose as high a position as 
is convenient for the mixing plant even 
going so far as to build up the site 
required by the mixer and your aggregate 
stock piles so that water will drain away 
rather than towards them. On many jobs 
it is well worth while to lay down 6 in. 
of oversite slab on which the mixer set 
up can be placed arranging an appreciable 
fall on the concrete so as to drain the 
stock piles away from the front of the 
mixer 

The cement may be delivered in bulk 
or in bags. See that the cement storage 
is well situated in relation to the mixer 
and that delivery to the mixer lift skip 
does not allow of cement becoming lost 
in the transfer from the main stock to 
each mixer batch. Losses of this sort 
will cost money and reduce the quality 
control of the concrete. Where a bulk 
supply silo is in use make sure there is 
adequate clearance between the moving 
parts of the silo and those of the mixer. 


Contamination of Aggregates 

This is a very common fault in many 
mixer set-ups both as regards dirt getting 
mixed with the fine and coarse aggregates 
and through the sand being allowed to 
mix with the gravel or stone in the stock 
pile. Generally, mixing of coarse and fine 
aggregates takes place at two points: 

(a) Immediately behind the mixer 
because of the difficulty of bringing 
the central dividing partition right up 
to the lifting skip of the mixer. 

(b) Towards the middle and rear of 
the stock pile if the dividing partition 
is not sufficiently high to stop over 
flow from one pile to the next. A 
mechanical shovel produces a slight 
bow wave as it ploughs through the 
aggregates and this can easily cause 
over-flow, particularly if a new 
delivery of aggregates has just been 
made. Make sure that the dividing 
partition is strong enough to with 
stand the thrust of the aggregate, par- 
ticularly if one bin is nearly empty 
and the other has just been filled. 
Dividing partitions should never be 
less than 4 ft. high. 

In order to avoid aggregate contamina 
tion as described in (a) above, the base 
of the stock piles should be ramped up 
to at least 18 in. above the level of the 
top edge of the lift skip. This ramp can 
be made of tubular scaffold floored with 
scaffold boards. Such a ramp has two 
advantages. First, it lifts the aggregates 
to a sufficient height to allow them to fall 
down a steeply sloping plate between the 
end of the ramp and the skip on which 
but a small quantity-of fine aggregate can 
lodge. Second, it allows both coarse and 
fine aggregates to drain fully and so reach 
a standard state before entering the 
mixer, thus greatly assisting control. 

It will be seen that because there is a 
sufficient slope at the mixer end of the 
ramp the aggregates generally can slide 
easily into the skip. The shovel does 
not have to travel so far and it can be 
tipped before the converging outside 
walls of the stock piles have reduced the 
available space so much that the dividing 
partition has had to be left out. The 
sloping plate at the mixer end of the 
ramp must have wing walls which slope 
inwards towards the mixer to ensure that 
the aggregates do not fall outside the 
skip. 

Setting and Checking the Mixer 

Any machine that is to run well and 
do its job properly must be set up and 
correctly levelled. This applies particu 
larly to portable mixers because any dis 
tortion of the frame of the machine 
causes unnecessary wear and increased 
fuel consumption. In addition, if the 
mixer is not levelled correctly fore and 
aft the relatively small amount of water 


used nowadays will be driven to one end 
or the other of the drum, in the case of 
a fixed drum mixer, and will therefore 
take a longer time to become uniformly 
distributed through the mix. 

Having set up the mixer and checked 
all its mechanical operations, including 
the drum revolutions per minute, a care- 
ful check should be made on the delivery 
from the water gauge the entire 
range over which it will be used on the 
work. When required adjustments should 
be made to the water system to ensure 
correct working and to the stoppage of 
pipe and valve leaks. There is always 
plenty of water round a mixer without 
more being added from leaks. 

Check the weighing mechanism 
its full range both for loading 
loading and make a record of 
and any adjustments that are required. It 
will be necessary to put a check on the 
weighing device at regular’ intervals 
during the contract, and each check 
should be recorded against the through 
put weight and time since the last test. 
This will 2nable you to build up the per- 
formance standard of the machine so that 
ultimately you will not make these tests 
too often and so time; or 
seldom to maintain control of 
concrete.

Aggregates 


Generally aggregates drawn from 
single source will vary in two ways only: 

(a) water content; (b) grading. 

Both variations will affect workability 
and strength unless suitable measures are 
taken to prevent this happening. 

The variation due to moisture content 
in sand is usually large compared with 
that associated with the gravel The 
moisture content variation increases with 
the fineness of the grading and hence any 
continuously graded coarse aggregate will 
tend to vary more than a single size 
coarse aggregate as used for making gap 
graded concretes. The amount of water 
that can be held in a given weight of 
aggregate is proportional approximatels 
to the total exposed surface of the aggre 
gate particles making up that weight. In 
the Table below is given the approximate 
maximum moisture contents of 
sizes of aggregate and sand. 
is the free surface water and affect 
both strength and workability unless the 
correct adjustment is made to the water 
added at the mixer.

of the sand at least once a day before 
starting any concreting, but a more fre- 
quent check over the initial period of the 
contract should be made which will 
enable you to determine an expected 
average value for the materials and so 
ensure no serious deviation from your 
target figure of strength. 

The simplest, easiest and quickest con- 
trol of the concrete quality is the appear- 
ance of the mix. It is of course first 
necessary to see what the correctly pro- 
portioned mix looks like and how it 
behaves in transport and under the 
vibrator. To find this out in the initial 
stages of the contract the moisture con- 
tent of the aggregates must be measured 
accurately and the weight of each 
adjusted for the water contained so that 
apart from the correction of the W/C 
ratio the correct weight of solid material 
shall be put into the mixer. 

In making these carefully controlled 
mixes, where a continuously graded 
aggregate is being supplied from the pit, 
care must be taken to ensure that the 
various sizes are thoroughly mixed. 
Aggregate suppliers usually provide a 
graded aggregate from two or more single 
bunkers by running the truck under the 
outlet door of each in turn and allowing 
so much to discharge from each. 

Thus the aggregates in their various 
sizes lie in the truck in layers so that 
when the truck is tipped the front of the 
resulting pile may be all } in. material 
while the back is all § in. Since the size 
of the aggregate affects both its moisture 
content and the workability of the con- 
crete this type of segregation may lead to 
quite large variation in the concrete 
quality. 

It is necessary that all continuously 
graded aggregates should be well mixed 
after delivery so that the shortcomings of 
the aggregate supplier may be kept from 
reducing your concrete control. 

In keeping control of the concrete 
observation of its behaviour is of great 
importance. Its appearance on discharge 
from the mixer; the way it slumps or 
stands up in the transporting vehicle; and 
the manner and rate at which it compacts 
or moves under the vibrator. All these 
aspects of concrete need to be watched 
and the men concerned, particularly the 
mixer driver, should be encouraged to 
look for variations and report them. 


Quality Control 


In order to know what your efforts at 
mix control are doing, certain records 
must be kept. Some of these are graphical 
while others are in the form of tables or 
charts. In general, the quality of the 
concrete is judged by the load a 6 in. 
cube will take to produce failure. It is 
also judged on density. These two pro- 
perties of concrete are associated. 

Quality control has another side to it 
that may be used in connection with the 
economies or business side of the con- 
tract. For instance, your weight-batcher 
is used to ensure that the right quanti- 
ties of sand, aggregate and cement go into 
each batch of mix. By recording the 
batches a book check can be made on the 
weights of the materials delivered and by 


making a few additional tests on bulk 
density the number of yards of sand and 
gravel can be calculated. 

A record of mixes and batch weights 
should be kept (see table below). 

Test cubes must be numbered to show 
date of making, class of concrete and 
section of the work to which they relate. 
The test cube record sheets or book 
should also show the weight of the cube 
immediately before test as well as its 
volume by displacement. Usually these 
last two items are supplied by the testing 
house together with the crushing 
strength, etc. 

The test cube is the specimen upon 
which the quality of the concrete is 
judged. To the engineer, it represents 
the potential qualities which could be 
achieved with the concrete as it is pro- 
duced on the site and it is therefore

likely to be his opinion that the concrete 
in the job is inferior to that indicated 
by the cube test results. Your test cubes 
must therefore represent the best that 
can be done with the available mix by: 

1. Good sampling; 

2. Good compaction; 

3. Correct curing; 

4. Correct testing; 
As a rule item 4 is in the hands of the 
Testing House to which cubes are sent 
but the other 3 items must have your 
greatest care and attention. 


Control Charts and Records 


It is usual for the testing house to pro- 
vide a result sheet or test certificate 
covering each cube or set of cubes. These 
should be filled in in chronological order 
with any additional information or data 
written on them in the space (Remarks) 
provided. 

A very useful and simple chart to keep 
is known as a histogram. It shows the 
required minimum strength and various 
strengths of the cubes tested. 

After a sufficient number of results 
have been obtained and entered on the 
chart or charts, one for 7-day results and 
one for 28-day results—it will be seen 
that a pattern is beginning to emerge 
from which various useful deductions 
may be made, such as: 

1. The mean strength; 

2. The variance; 

3. The standard deviation; 

4. The coefficient of variation; 
5. The range. 

These are all statistical values and show 
the trend of your concreting, its control 
and whether you should increase or de- 
crease the cement content of the various 
mixes under examination. From the in-

formation obtainable from the histogram 
a quality control chart can be drawn on 
which all cube results should be plotted 
and which will show the probable trend 
of future test results in a general way. It 
can also give a warning of errors creeping 
into the concreting process. These can 
then be sought out and corrected before 
real trouble starts. 


Definition of Statistical Terms 

Mean strength: This is the sum (some- 
times written =) of the strengths of all 
the cubes of a particular age and class 
of concrete divided by N, the number 
of cubes. 

Variance: This is the result of adding 
the squared difference between the Mean 
and each individual result and then 
dividing by (N-1). 

Standard Deviation: This is obtained

by calculating the square root of the 
variance. It is sometimes referred to as 
the ‘ standard error’ of the mean. Three 
times the S.D. on either side of the mean 
will contain 99.8 per cent of all cube 
results. It is therefore evident that the 
S.D. is a measure of the spread of your 
results and hence of your control. 
Coefficient of Variation: This is a value

2. Concrete 


A fast-cutting hollow’ core shell, 
toothed at one end, threaded at the other, 
is now being used in a permanent CON- 
CRETE ANCHOR SYSTEM. It is, in effect, an 
expendable drill. As a drill it can be 
chucked into any make of hammer to 
cut a close-fitting hole into the toughest 
concrete without spalling. It is then used 
as an anchor by inserting a _ simple 
expansion plug of hardened steel into the 
toothed end, re-inserting into the hole 
and the shell dovetailed-expanded with 
a few blows of the hammer. The 
threaded end can then be used for bolting 
any eomponent to the concrete structure 
of the building.

The resulting concrete anchor is said 
to have considerable power—it will not 
pull out, rust out, creep or vibrate loose. 
Installation does not seem to require any 
special skill and some saving in man hours 
should be effected.

3. Miscellaneous 


Where asphalt is laid over joints or 
cracks in a concrete raft it is subject to 
stress, particularly in the strip over the 
joints, because of the independent move- 
ment (mainly due to temperature changes) 
of the constituent sections of the base. 
One way to counteract this is to free the 
asphalt from the concrete on either side 
of the joint and so spread the stress over 
a larger area of the asphalt. The inter- 
position of an ALUMINIUM FOIL between 
the concrete and the asphalt has met with 
some success although a tendency for 
the aluminium and the asphalt to adhere 
has limited its effectiveness. The develop- 
ment of ‘Lubrithene A’ is said to have 
overcome this difficulty. A 7 in. wide 
aluminium strip is now sheathed in a 
10 in. wide seamless plastic film tube 
which will prevent adhesion and is able 
to withstand the high temperatures at 
which asphalt is laid.

4. Heating 


A new range of BOILERS, suitable for 
either solid fuel or oil firing and with an 
efficiency of 85-90 per cent, is being intro- 
duced to this country from the Continent. 
If the traditional solid fuel method of 
firing is adopted, any non-caking fuel can 
be used. This is stored above the boiler 
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in a hopper from which the fuel is fed, 
by gravity, to a water-cooled inclined 
grate where the combustion process 
takes place. Under the inclined grate 
are rotating water-cooled de-ashing 
rollers. They convey cooled clinker and 
ashes continuously or intermittently to 
conveniently placed ash trolleys at a rate 
dependent on fuel consumption. Control 
is by means of built-in electrical regu- 
lators which also regulate the admission 
of air for combustion. The hot flue-gases 
are led over the fire bridge into a bank 
of stee] tubes which make economical use 
of the heat from these gases. 

The lowest load on the boiler, which is 
important for running in mild weather, is 
6-10 per cent of the nominal load. 
Because of the air tightness and good 
thermal insulation, the fire is kept safely 
for 48 hours so that full output can be 
obtained immediately. The heating-up 
period to full power is only 15 minutes 
but the damping takes somewhat longer. 
Conversion to oil firing can be made in 
two days and boiler efficiency is not 
impaired.

From Our Own Correspondents 


AUSTRALIA.—An_ extension of _ the 
Dutch-Australian Housing Agreement was 
announced on June 10 by the Nether- 
lands Immigration Commissioner, Dr. 
B. W. Haverman. The proposed new 
scheme will expand the present building 
programme under which over £A4m. is 
being spent to build 1,700 houses for 
Dutch immigrant families in Australia. 


AUSTRALIA (QUEENSLAND).—Richard 
Costain Ltd. will build a commercial and 
sporting centre in the Brisbane suburb of 
Chermside at a cost of £A3m. The 
scheme has been approved by the Bris- 
bane City Council. Work on the project, 
which will include a tourist hotel, is due 
to start in October. 


BAHAMAS.—Plans are in hand for ex- 
tensive development of the island of 
Andros, the largest in the Bahamas, as a 
holiday and retirement centre for middle- 
income people. The plans aim at trans- 
forming 800,000 acres into a centre for 
retirement and vacation homes, and in- 
clude an airport, which will be able to 
accommodate jet aircraft. Other facilities 
planned for the first year are a harbour, 
an hotel and a model community of 
homes. More than $30m. is likely to be 
invested in the project over the next 20 
years. 


CANADA (ALBERTA).—A new $1.5m.

The Industrial Lease- 
holds Construction Co. has announced 
the construction of phase one of the 
Burnaby-Brentwood Park shopping centre 
to cost $10m. 


CANADA (NEW BRUNSWICK).—Construc- 
tion has just started on the $50m. oil 
refinery at Saint John. 


CANADA (NOVA SCOTIA).—A new, $7.5m., 
350-bed wing, is to be added to the Vic- 
toria general hospital at Halifax. ...A 
new arts building is to be constructed 
at the Xavier Junior College, Sydney. 


CANADA (ONTARIO).—Scarboro Bluffs, 
east of Toronto, has been scheduled for 
a $25m. development programme. Plans 
call for land fill to be placed out into the 
lake for 1,320 yd. .. . North York Town- 
ship is considering plans to construct a 
large sports arena on a 1,000 acre site. 
The new building would have an approxi- 
mate seating capacity of 15,000, together 
with skating, curling and bowling facili- 
ties. 


CANADA (SASKATCHEWAN). — Tenders 


have been invited for the construction 
of a three-storey addition to the Pro- 
vidence Hospital, Moose Jaw. ... A 
$1.5m. addition is scheduled for the 
Regina Balfour technical school. 

COLOMBIA. — Construction will start 
early next year on a US$2m.

PERSIAN GULF (KUWAIT).—The City of 
Kuwait is to have a new, British-designed 
abattoir. [WEL Engineering Ltd., of Lon- 
don, a company specialising in the des- 
sign and equipment of meat handling 
plant has been awarded a contract worth 
nearly £60,000 for the provision of a 
modern abattoir capable of handling up 
to 500 sheep, and a smaller number of 
cattle, goats or camels per day. The 
architects for the scheme are Messrs. 
Covell & Matthews, F/ARIBA, AMTPI. 


pPErU.—A large construction firm has 
completed studies for a project to link 
the mainland to the island of San 
Lorenzo, 4 Km. from the port of Callao, 
by a bridge, at a total cost of an esti- 
mated 200m. soles. The project has been 
planned in four stages: construction of 
the bridge; installation of industries on 
the island, at present uninhabited; the 
construction of houses and amenities for 
a seaside resort; and the establishment of 
a new port. 


RHODESIA & NYASALAND.—The Ernest 


Oppenheimer Memorial Trust has made 
a grant of £60,000, spread over the next 
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5 years, towards establishing a mnlti- 
racial eollege of social service for 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland. The college, to 
be called the Oppenheimer College of 
Social Service, will be built at Lusaka. 
Subject to approval of estimates, the 
Northern Rhodesia government will make 
a capital grant towards the cost. 


SOUTH AFRICA.—A £200,000 plant, to 
manufacture nylon yarn is under con- 
struction at Belville South, near Cape 
Town. The new plant is being backed by 
a British company. 


SOUTH AFRICA.—-The government has 
allocated £356,000 for widening the 
entrance to the Duncan Dock at Cape 
Town. This is another measure to pre- 
pare for the advent of the larger modern 
ships. Equipment and contractors will 
have to come from overseas because the 
project is too big for local resources. 


SOUTH AFRICA.—Work is to start imme- 
diately on the building of a factory in 
Port Elizabeth for the assembly of Rover 
motorcars and Land Rover vehicles. .. . 
The Aluminium Co. of South Africa Ltd. 
is to go ahead immediately with the first 
stage of a £24m. expansion plan. The 
first step will be the extension of the 
company’s extrusion production plant at 
a cost of £135,000.

Mr. T. W. McCullough, HM Chief 
Inspector of Factories, performed the 
opening ceremony. The Edinburgh Safety 
Group began work in 1953, and in 1957 
switched to a more practical approach. 


Glasgow Housing Crisis 

THE 22,800 corporation houses which will 
come available for letting in Glasgow in 
the next five years will fall short by 
7,630 of the number required to meet the 
needs of people in special categories, ex- 
cluding ‘ normal’ applicants on the wait- 
ing list. 

This information was contained in a 
report which the city factor, Mr. R. C. 
Hebgin, prepared for a_ special sub- 
committee considering the city’s rehous- 
ing problem. In this report Mr. Hebgin 
states: ‘It would appear that, unless the 
present housing programme is consider- 
ably modified, it will not be possible to 
make any appreciable progress in re- 
housing families in the various priority 
categories. 

The city architect, Mr. A. G. Jury, 
estimates that, between now and 1964, 
some 12,800 houses will be built in the 
city.
